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Lesbians,  Gays  Busted  At  Anti-Nuke  Blockade

LIVERMORE,  CA  —  Approx¬ 
imately  1400  people  were  arrested 
during  a  recent  two-day  blockade 
of  Livermore  Nuclear  Weapons 
Laboratories,  one  of  two  facilities 
in  the  country  which  researches 
and  designs  the  entire  U.S.  nuclear 
arsenal. 

Many  open  lesbians  and  gay 
men  were  among  the  3500  protest¬ 
ors  who  sat  down  in  the  road  lead¬ 
ing  into  the  mile-square  com¬ 
pound  and  prevented  cars  and 
buses  filled  with  lab  employees 
from  getting  to  work.  One  block- 
ader  estimated  that  of  the  800  or  so 
women  arrested  on  June  21  and  22 
for  “blocking  a  thoroughfare” 
nearly  half  of  them  were  lesbian. 

Protestors  blocked  the  roadway 
in  groups  of  five  to  ten.  Hundreds 
of  police  from  the  California 
Highway  Patrol,  the  Alameda 
county  Sheriff’s  Department  and 
the  Livermore  Police  Department 
converged  on  the  blockaders.  As 
one  group  was  arrested,  another 
would  form  a  new  blockade  four 
or  five  cars  down  the  line.  Police 
followed  with  a  bus  and  had  to 
pursue  the  leap-frogging  demon¬ 
strators  for  half  a  mile  before  the 
road  was  cleared. 

Male  prisoners  were  taken  to 
Alameda  County  jail  in  Santa  Rita 
and  the  women  were  interned  in 
nearby  Camp  Parks,  an  army  base 
where  Japanese  Americans  were 
detained  during  World  War  II  and 
where  the  government  has  con¬ 
ducted  nuclear  testing  in  recent 
years 

Since  all  of  the  blockaders  had 
served  at  least  two  days  in  jail  by 
the  time  they  were  arraigned. 
Judge  Kenneth  Chotiner  did  not 
impose  the  $45  fine  for  “jay  walk¬ 
ing”  or  the  $25  cost  of  the  court 
proceedings. 

Demonstrators  considered  the 
action  a  success.  They  delayed 
about  2000  of  the  5000  lab  em¬ 
ployees  due  for  work  between  7 
and  9  A.M.,  according  to  lab  of¬ 
ficials. 

Press  coverage  of  the  blockade, 
the  fifth  anti-nuclear  action  at  the 
compound  since  February,  was 
wide-spread  and  sympathetic. 

Also,  an  executive  at  the  plant 


resigned  in  reaction  to  the  dem¬ 
onstration,  according  to  attorney 
Tamara  Thompson  of  the  Liver¬ 
more  Action  Group. 

Bill  Perry  left  his  job  as  director 
of  public  relations  at  the  com¬ 
pound  after  blockaders  “reawak¬ 
ened  his  conscience,”  he  told 
Thompson. 

Although  no  serious  injuries 
were  reported  by  protestors,  some 
police  were  excessively  cruel  to 
members  of  the  two  gay  male  af¬ 
finity  groups,  OZ  and  Queens 
United  in  Energy  to  End  Repres¬ 
sive  Society  (Q.U.E.E.R.S.),  ac¬ 
cording  to  Jack  Davis,  a 
Q.U.E.E.R.  member. 

“The  arresting  officer  was  pret¬ 
ty  mean  to  me.  He  jerked  me 
around  a  lot  by  my  hands  behind 
my  back.  He  had  me  in  a  painful 
hold  with  a  metal  dowel  against 
my  wrist.  I  kept  telling  him  I 
wasn’t  resisting  and  would  co¬ 
operate  with  him  if  he’d  tell  me 
what  to  do.” 

Davis  continued,  “Another  cop 
put  a  pincher  on  the  ear  of  the 
[gay]  man  to  my  left  and  said, 
‘Come  along  with  me,  sweetie,’” 

Officials  singled  out  the  entire 
cluster  of  feminist  affinity  groups, 
many  of  whose  members  are  les¬ 
bians,  for  possible  prolonged 
detention,  said  a  lesbian  who  iden¬ 
tified  herself  to  police  as  “Jessie.” 

Jessie  explained  that,  by  Wed¬ 
nesday  morning,  it  became  ap¬ 
parent  that  people  were  not  being 
arraigned  in  the  order  in  which 
they  were  arrested,  a  signal  to  the 
prisoners  that  some  of  them  were 
being  singled  out  for  additional 
harassment.  Attorneys  for  the 
women  discovered  that  the  district 
attorney  had  “pulled  the  files”  of 
these  women  because  he  was  con¬ 
sidering  pressing  more  serious 
charges  against  them. 

“We  felt  we  were  being  harassed 
because  we  have  a  reputation  as 
lesbians,”  Jessie  told  GCN. 

All  of  the  women  who  remained 
imprisoned  at  the  time  of  the  dis¬ 
covery  of  the  D.A.’s  intention 
“kept  solidarity  with”  the 
members  of  the  feminist  cluster  by 
refusing  to  be  arraigned  until  they 
were  assured  that  the  women  in  the 
feminist  cluster  would  be  released. 


At  2  A.M.  on  Thursday,  all  the  re¬ 
maining  prisoners  were  released 
without  being  arraigned. 

Jessie  added  that  while  there 
was  a  “real  strong  lesbian  presence 
in  jail,  there  was  also  a  real  homo- 
phobic  presence  among  the 
straight  women  blockaders 
there.” 

Along  the  same  line,  Davis  said 
he  was  more  upset  by  the  homo¬ 
phobia  and  insensitivity  of  his 
fellow  straight  male  blockaders 
than  by  that  of  the  police. 

“I  think  the  reason  there  aren’t 
more  visible  gay  men  in  the  anti¬ 


nuclear  movement  is  that  it  is  crazy 
for  gay  men  to  voluntarily  get 
themselves  jailed.  Small  and  ef¬ 
feminate  men  are  beaten  and 
raped  in  jail.” 

Davis  continued,  “In  the  non¬ 
violent  training  groups  [before  the 
action],  when  we’d  talk  about  be¬ 
ing  afraid  of  going  to  jail  because 
we  are  gay,  the  response  of  straight 
men  would  be:  ‘You  don’t  have  to 
tell  them  you’re  gay;  we  all  have 
personality  quirks.’” 

Davis  said  he  was  disturbed  that 
his  heterosexual  jail  mates  seemed 
“really  frustrated  being  apart 


front  women  .  .  .  from  where  they 
got  their  nurturing.” 

Paul  David  Wadler,  a  gay  man 
in  a  mixed  affinity  group,  said  that 
“although  we  didn’t  receive  any 
overt  homophobic  antagonism, 
heterosexism  manifested  itself  in 
subtle  ways.  When  buses  of  male 
blockaders  arrived  to  join  those 
already  in  jail,  they  were  greeted 
with  rhythmic  chanting  and  clap¬ 
ping,  which  reminded  me  of  greet¬ 
ing  returning  warrior  football 
players,  not  the  greeting  of  loving 
brothers.  In  contrast,  when  the

Massive  Protest  Planned 
For  Anti- Abortion  Meeting

CHERRY  HILL,  NJ— “For 
abortion  rights  activists  and  les¬ 
bians  and  gay  men,  the  demand  is 
the  same:  the  state  must  stay  out  of 
our  way  when  it  comes  to  control 
over  our  bodies  and  our  sexual¬ 
ity,”  says  Susan  Hibbard,  an  org¬ 
anizer  of  the  upcoming  abortion 
rights  action  here  at  the  site  of  the 
National  Right  to  Life  Conven¬ 
tion. 

Five  to  ten  thousand  women  are 
expected  to  arrive  from  around  the 
country  to  demonstrate  at  the  Con¬ 


or  economic  status.” 

Fine  explained  that,  although 
abortion  is  not  yet  illegal  in  the 
U.S.,  abortions  have  been  made 
inaccessible  to  many  women  by 
laws  prohibiting  the  use  of  medi¬ 
caid  funds  to  pay  for  them,  laws 
mandating  parental  consent  for 
abortions  sought  by  unmarried 
women  under  the  age  of  majority, 
laws  calling  for  a  24-hour  waiting 
period  between  a  women’s  initial 
visit  to  the  doctor  and  the  opera¬ 
tion  and  laws  forcing  physicians  to 
show  color  photos  of  human  fe-

color  and  others  targeted  by  the 
right  wing  will  swell  that  number. 

“The  protest  will  be  the  largest 
abortion  rights  action  since  1973,” 
when  a  woman’s  right  to  an  abor¬ 
tion  was  constitutionally  guaran¬ 
teed  by  the  decision  in  Roe  v. 
Wade,  said  Hibbard,  a  member  of 
the  Reproductive  Rights  National 
Network  (R2N2). 

The  network,  along  with  the 
Mid-Atlantic  Region  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Organization  for  Women 
and  the  National  Women’s  Health 
Network,  is  sponsoring  the  pro¬ 
test. 

“The  major  issue  is  access,” 
says  Margie  Fine,  also  of  R2N2  in 
New  York.  “We  demand  access  to 
abortion  not  limited  by  age,  race 


At  the  federal  level,  the  attack 
on  abortion  is  five-pronged: 

•  Senator  Jessie  Helms  of  North 
Carolina  has  two  bills  “on  the 
back  burner.”  S.  1741,  a  so-called 
Human  Life  Statute  would,  if 
passed,  amount  to  a  congressional 
proclamation  that  human  life 


begins  at  the  moment  of  concep¬ 
tion.  S.  2148,  referred  to  as  the 
“Super  Helms,”  includes  this 
assertion  and  additionally  calls  for 
the  denial  of  federal  funding  to 
any  institution  where  abortions  are 
done  or  where  doctors  are  trained 
to  perform  the  operation. 

•  A  third  threat  to  legal  abor¬ 
tions  is  posed  by  Senator  Mark 
Hatfield  of  Oregon  in  the  form  of 
an  amendment  which  would  ac¬ 
complish  the  same  ends  as  the 
“Super  Helms.”  It  reads,  “Con¬ 
gress  finds  all  unborn  children  sub¬ 
jected  to  abortion  are  members  of 
the  human  species,”  and  places 
restrictions  on  institutions  and 
doctors  performing  abortions. 
The  amendment  also  contains  a 
provision  which  would  prevent 
any  federal  appellate  court  from 
reviewing  abortion-related  cases. 
“The  case  would  go  directly  to  the

A  Questionable  Process: 
Whose  Liaison?

BOSTON — Members  of  the 
Boston  Tea  Party  214  Committee 
have  fought  hard  for  a  year  and 
have  won  a  round  in  the  recent  ap¬ 
pointment  of  a  new  mayoral  lia¬ 
ison  to  the  lesbian  and  gay  com¬ 
munity. 

Last  June,  Mayor  Kevin  White 
fired  then-liaison  Robin  Mac- 
Cormack,  citing  city  financial 
troubles  as  the  official  reasoning 
behind  the  termination.  Massa¬ 
chusetts  voters  had  joined  the  na¬ 
tionwide  “tax  revolt”  and  passed 
Proposition  2Vi,  a  measure  which 
sharply  cut  property  taxes  and 
hence  municipal  revenue. 

Many  community  activists, 
however,  thought  the  termination 
of  the  $14,000-a-year  position  was 
a  political  move  by  an  administra¬ 
tion  angered  with  MacCormack’s 
refusal  to  work  for  the  White 
political  machine.  And  the  com¬ 
munity  voiced  a  nearly  unanimous 
resentment  at  the  fact  that  such  a 


low-paying  yet  essential  position 
would  be  eliminated  in  the  first 
round  of  budget-cutting. 

The  Tea  Party  214  Committee 
staged  a  demonstration  at  City 
Hall  and  a  march  to  the  Parkman 
House,  an  official  city  residence 
whose  opulence  has  prompted 
criticism  of  the  mayor’s  budgetary 
priorities.  The  Committee  also 
demanded  and  was  granted  the 
first  of  a  series  of  meetings  with  ci¬ 
ty  officials  to  discuss  community 
demands  for  a  reinstatement  of 
the  liaison,  increased  representa¬ 
tion  in  city  government,  further 
commitments  by  the  mayor  on 
issues  of  lesbian  and  gay  rights 
and  a  city  building  to  be  used  as  a 
gay  and  lesbian  community 
center. 

On  March  10,  members  of  the 
Committee  and  others  met  with 
the  mayor  and  several  aides  and 
obtained  promises  for  a  new  liai¬ 
son  at  increased  salary,  a  new  ex¬ 
ecutive  order  prohibiting  discrim¬ 


ination  in  public  employment  and 
city  services,  the  appointment  of  a 
lesbian  or  gay  man  to  the  city 
Health  and  Hospitals  Commission 
and  cooperation  with  the  com¬ 
munity  to  find  a  city  building  for 
use  as  a  community  center. 

A  small  classified  advertisement 
for  the  liaison  position  appeared 
in  the  Boston  Globe  on  April  1 1 
and  in  Equal  Times ,  a  local 
women’s  newspaper,  the  same 
week.  (Because  of  an  admitted  er¬ 
ror  on  the  part  of  GCN,  a  clas¬ 
sified  advertisement  intended  by 
City  Hall  for  these  pages  never 
was  printed.) 

Applications  began  coming  in, 
and  although  an  official  silence 
reigned  at  City  Hall  throughout 
the  selection  process,  several 
sources  both  there  and  in  the  com¬ 
munity  remained  in  informal  if 
sometimes  reluctant  communica¬ 
tions  with  GCN.  From  City  Hall, 
one  heard  that  some  two  dozen

BOSTON  —  More  than  200 
people  marched  to  police  head¬ 
quarters  on  the  evening  of  June  24 
to  demand  the  abolition  of  the  vice 
squad  and  an  end  to  prosecutions 
for  “victimless  crimes.”  The  pro¬ 
test  followed  an  “erotic  liberation 
speak-out”  which  drew  nearly  400 
people  to  the  Arlington  Street 
Church  for  a  forum  at  which  more 
than  a  dozen  participants  dis¬ 
cussed  diverse  topics  of  sexuality. 

A  statement  issued  by  the  ad  hoc 
People  Against  the  Vice  Squad 
(PAVS)  claims  that  the  Boston 
Police  Department  and  related 
agencies  spend  $5  to  7  million  an¬ 
nually  “to  investigate,  arrest,  in¬ 
dict  and  prosecute  persons  en¬ 
gaged  in  non-violent  sexual 
behavior  and  other  victimless 
‘crimes,’  such  as  gambling.”  The 
group  has  demanded  that  re¬ 
sources  assigned  to  the  vice  squad 
be  transferred  “to  combat  racial 
violence,  rape,  murder,  violent 
crimes  against  children,  and 
crimes  against  working  people  in 
Boston  neighborhoods,  such  as 
housebreakings,  muggings,  and 
car  thefts.” 

Escorted  by  police  and  televi¬ 
sion  camera  crews,  the  placard¬ 
carrying,  chanting  crowd  marched 
down  Arlington  Street  to  St. 
James  Avenue  and  along  the  block 
near  the  Greyhound  bus  station 


where  police  frequently  arrest 
male  hustlers  on  prostitution 
charges.  The  marchers  then  turned 
onto  Berkeley  Street  and  circled, 
chanting,  in  front  of  police  head¬ 
quarters  for  about  half  an  hour. 

Tom  Reeves,  who  helped  to 
organize  the  event,  praised  the  suc¬ 
cess  of  both  the  speak-out  and  the 
march.  “We  showed  the  city  and 
the  police  that  the  gay  community 
is  still  demanding  full  sexual 
freedom,  not  simply  tolerance  for 
‘normal’  gay  people.” 

Reeves  called  the  events  “a 
milestone”  for  the  gay  movement 
“because  men  and  women  par¬ 
ticipated  together  equally  in  a  mili¬ 
tant  act.  It’s  the  first  time  that’s 
happened  in  a  couple  of  years. 
And  bringing  men  and  women 
together  for  sexual  freedom  gives 
our  movement  a  wholeness  and  a 
depth  that  it  has  lacked  recently.” 

Several  police  officers  stood 
guard  in  front  of  the  entrance  to 
headquarters  and  a  number  of 
faces  were  visible  in  upper-floor 
windows  throughout  the  demon¬ 
stration.  According  to  Brian 
McNaught,  who  attended  the 
march  in  his  official  capacity  as 
mayoral  liaison  to  the  lesbian  and 
gay  community,  the  evening  passed 
without  incident  or  arrest. 

Spokespersons  for  the  Boston 
Police  Department  had  no  com¬ 
ment  on  the  march.

sexual  congress 

WASHINGTON,  DC  —  A  television  interview  with 
two  congressional  pages  has  uncovered  a  federal  in¬ 
vestigation  into  allegations  of  homosexual  and 
heterosexual  activity  between  members  of  Congress 
and  teenage  pages. 

CBS  News  broadcast  a  report  on  June  30  in 
which  a  former  page  supervisor  said  he  had  sex  with 
three  male  representatives  and  several  congressional 
staff  members.  Female  pages  have  reportedly  also 
alleged  that  they  had  sex  with  male  members  of  Con¬ 
gress. 

One  of  the  pages  interviewed  explained  that  on 
Capitol  Hill,  “one  favor  deserves  another . . .  Say,  for 
instaneerl  was  a  junior  while  I  was  a  page.  If  I  wanted 
to  stay  for  my  senior  year,  I  could  have  gotten  a 
sponsorship  by  another  congressman.” 

A  spokesperson  for  the  FBI  District  of  Columbia 
office  told  the  Associated  Press,  "I  can  confirm  that 
there  in  an  investigation,  as  reported.” 


lest  ye  be  judged 

MINNEAPOLIS  —  A  Hennepin  County  District 
Court  judge  has  been  found  guilty  of  two  misdemean¬ 
or  charges  of  paying  for  sex  with  a  17-year-old  boy  and 
was  fined  $300. 

The  Los  Angeles  Daily  Journal  reports  that  Crane 
Winton,  a  judge  since  1967,  entered  a  guilty  plea  in  ex¬ 
change  for  the  dropping  of  two  other  solicitation  mis¬ 
demeanor  charges  and  two  felony  charges  of  having 
sex  with  a  minor. 

In  a  statement  to  the  court,  Winton  said  “the 
painful  fact  is  that  I  have  violated  a  law  that  I  took  an 
oath  to  uphold.”  However,  Winton  maintained  that  his 
homosexuality  itself  did  not  interfere  with  his  work.  “I 
believe  that  my  sexuality  played  no  part  in  the 
discharge  of  my  judicial  duties,”  he  said. 


differentiating 

NEW  YORK  —  Data  gathered  from  New  York 
TimesICBS  News  polls  and  the  1980  U.S.  Census  and 
analyzed  by  the  Times  seem  to  indicate  that  for  the 
first  time  in  the  history  of  such  polls,  women  respond¬ 
ents  are  taking  positions  on  political  issues  that  differ 
considerably  from  those  taken  by  men. 

According  to  an  article  by  Adam  Clymer  in  the 
June  30  edition  of  the  Times,  women  are  now  voting  in 
increasing  proportions  and  are  casting  increasingly 
liberal  votes. 

The  Times’  statistical  analysis  reportedly  shows 
that  in  the  past  year,  women  18  to  44  years  old  were 
one-third  more  likely  than  men  in  that  age  group  to 
call  themselves  Democrats,  one-fourth  more  likely  to 
disapprove  of  Ronald  Reagan,  and  only  three-fifths  as 
likely  to  choose  the  Republican  Party  as  most  quali¬ 
fied  to  make  the  right  decisions  about  Social  Security. 

The  polls  also  indicate  that  the  youngest  group 
of  male  voters,  those  aged  18  to  24  years,  are  much 
more  likely  to  call  themselves  Republicans  than 
Democrats. 

According  to  the  Times,  until  the  mid-1970s  opi¬ 
nion  polls  showed  political  views  to  be  essentially  un¬ 
differentiated  by  sex. 


a  new  bathroom 

DETROIT  —  A  fraternity  at  Michigan  State  Uni¬ 
versity  has  been  found  to  have  violated  school  rules 
by  suspending  a  gay  member. 

According  to  the  Kalamazoo  Gazette,  the  Uni¬ 
versity’s  Anti-Discrimination  Judicial  Board  voted 
nine  to  two  that  the  Delta  Sigma  Phi  fraternity  unfairly 
barred  John  Nowack  from  living  in  the  fraternity 
house  or  participating  in  fraternity  activities. 

Fraternity  president  Christopher  Maccio  said  the 
group  may  take  the  case  to  court. 

“I  think  the  board  understands  we  have  some 
strong  moral  and  social  objections,”  said  Maccio. 
“Let’s  face  facts:  There  are  a  lot  of  guys  in  the  frat¬ 
ernity  who  don’t  want  to  shower  with  a  homosexual. 
What  are  we  supposed  to  do,  build  a  new  bathroom  for 
him?” 

The  judicial  board,  which  comprises  faculty 
members,  administrators  and  students,  concluded 
that  Nowack’s  “rights  as  a  member  of  Delta  Sigma  Phi 
were  suspended  because  of  his  sexual  preference.” 
Nowack  said  he  is  pleased  with  the  ruling  and  does 
not  plan  to  return  to  the  fraternity. 


no  statute,  no  statue 

PARIS  —  Approximately  100  French  and 
American  feminists  marched  here  on  June  30  to  pro¬ 
test  the  defeat  of  the  U.S.  Equal  Rights  Amendment 
and  demand  the  return  of  the  Statue  of  Liberty  to 
France. 

According  to  United  Press  International, 
demonstrators  gathered  at  the  Paris  site  of  a  smaller 
version  of  the  statue  and  marched  to  the  American 
Embassy. 

“The  Statue  of  Liberty  is  supposed  to  welcome 
the  poor,  disenfranchised,  the  homeless  and  needy  of 
all  kinds  to  find  opportunity  in  the  United  States,” 
said  author  Ti-Grace  Atkinson.  “Since  the  United 
States  did  not  amend  the  constitution  to  include 
women,  what  right  does  it  have  to  have  this  woman 
[the  statue],  which  was  raised  by  subscription  in 
France?”

BERKELEY,  CA  —  The  Brick  Hut,  Berkeley’s 
famous  feminist  restaurant  (see  GCN,  Vol.  7,  No.  36) 
will  be  moving  soon  from  its  familiar  location  at 
Adeline  Street  and  Ashby  Avenue  because  the 
building  owner  wants  to  demolish  it  to  build  a  bank  on 
the  site. 

The  restaurant  will  close  at  the  end  of  June  to 
move  two  blocks  to  the  other  side  of  the  Ashby  BART 
station.  It  will  re-open  in  mid-July  at  3222  Adeline, 
near  the  corner  of  Alcatraz  Avenue.

The  guide  is  available  complete  on  seven  NLS 
standard  cassettes  at  cost,  for  $10.50.  It  will  be 
labelled  in  braille  or  large  print  upon  request. 

LRCB’s  director  Terry  Gorman  noted  that  the 
taped  version  of  Gayellow  Pages  No.  12  is  “tone  in¬ 
dexed”  for  faster  usage.

A  radio  transmission  tower  at  Liberty  Baptist  Col¬ 
lege  was  knocked  down,  causing  an  estimated 
$100,000  damage,  according  to  Chicago  GayLife. 

“Well,  obviously,  there  are  those  persons  com¬ 
mitted  to  preventing  a  24-hour  Christian  radio  station 
from  broadcasting,”  commented  the  Rev.  Jerry 
Falwell,  founder  of  the  college  and  leader  of  the  Moral

PARIS  —  A  photographic  exhibition  called 
“Homopolis,"  which  highlights  gay  life  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco,  has  drawn  nearly  150,000  Parisians  so  far,  ac¬ 
cording  to  an  item  from  the  International  Gay  News 
Agency,  noted  in  Chicago  GayLife. 

The  show,  which  displays  the  work  of  German 
photographer  Robert  van  der  Hilst,  features  pictures 
ranging  from  a  lesbian  wedding  to  shots  of  men  in 
leather. 

“People  are  almost  stunned  at  the  exhibition,” 
Hilst  told  San  Francisco  Chronicle  reporter  Randy 
Shilts,  “seeing  things  they’ve  never  seen  before,  like 
the  gay  cowboys  dancing  together  in  bars.” 

The  show,  which  is  scheduled  to  visit  ten  more 
cities  in  France,  has  received  critical  acclaim  and  ex¬ 
tensive  coverage  in  French,  German  and  Italian  photo 
magazines. 


cruising  the  highways 

SACRAMENTO,  CA  —  The  California  Highway 
Patrol  has  said  that  it  will  not  discriminate  against  gay 
men  and  lesbians  in  its  hiring  practices,  according  to 
a  spokesperson  for  Advocates  for  Gay  and  Lesbian 
State  Employees  quoted  in  an  article  in  the  Bay  Area 
Reporter. 

The  CHP,  which  the  article  calls  “a  traditional 
bastion  of  all  white  male  employees,”  was  pressured 
by  AGLSE  to  include  sexual  orientation  in  the  non¬ 
discrimination  clause  in  its  recruitment  flyer  for  State 
Traffic  Officer  Cadet  exams. 

“We  believe  discriminatory  practices  do  exist 
within  the  CHP,”  said  the  spokesperson  for  the 
AGLSE.  “If  this  is  true,  it  is  critical  that  these 
activities  be  documented.” 


byrne  bans  bias 

CHICAGO  —  In  a  move  designed  to  coincide  with 
Gay  and  Lesbian  Pride  Week,  Chicago  Mayor  Jane  M. 
Byrne  has  issued  an  executive  order  banning  anti-gay 
discrimination  in  city  employment,  housing  and  ser¬ 
vices,  according  to  Chicago  GayLife. 

Stating  that  it  “has  been  the  policy  of  the  City  of 
Chicago  to  extend  protection  to  all  groups  and  per¬ 
sons  who  are  victims  of  discrimination,”  the  order 
directs  that  “no  City  department,  agency,  commis¬ 
sion  or  its  employees  or  agents  shall  discriminate 
against  any  person  on  account  of  sexual  orientation 
or  affectional  preference  in  any  matter  concerning  hir¬ 
ing  or  employment,  housing,  credit,  contract  provi¬ 
sions  or  in  the  provision  of  services.” 

According  to  GayLife,  the  order  directly  protects 
approximately  42,000  employees  in  45  city  depart¬ 
ments  and  agencies. 

Unlike  an  ordinance  passed  by  a  governing  body, 
an  executive  order  affects  only  city  employees  and 
does  not  extend  to  the  private  sector.  A  similar  order 
was  enacted  during  Pride  Week  by  the  mayor  of 
Boston.

Liaison 
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applications  had  come  in,  that 
eleven  or  twelve  had  been  chosen 
as  sufficiently  qualified  to  merit  a 
preliminary  interview,  that  four 
had  been  invited  to  a  second  in¬ 
terview  with  Deputy  Mayor  Micho 
Spring  and,  after  the  Mayor’s 
four-week  trip  to  China,  that  Spr¬ 
ing  would  make  recommendations 
to  the  Mayor  based  on  those  sec¬ 
ond  interviews. 

From  members  of  the  com¬ 
munity  one  heard  conflicting 
reports,  as  might  be  expected  of 
information  transmitted  through 
the  grapevine.  What  became  in¬ 
creasingly  clear,  however,  was 
that  the  Mayor’s  office,  having 
negotiated  with  the  Tea  Party  2Vi 
Committee  to  reinstate  the  liaison, 
was  now  abandoning  the  bargain¬ 


ing  table  and  taking  the  matter  of 
the  selection  process  into  its  own 
hands.  Correspondence  between 
the  Tea  Party  2Vi  Committee  and 
the  Mayor’s  office  shows  annoy¬ 
ance  on  the  part  of  the  Commit¬ 
tee,  both  at  flaws  it  saw  in  the 
selection  process  and  more  gen¬ 
erally  at  the  fact  that  it  had  not  be 
consulted  for  opinions  on  candi¬ 
dates  for  the  job.  Furthermore, 
one  well-known  applicant  with  ex¬ 
tensive  experience,  deemed  highly 
qualified  by  many  in  the  commun¬ 
ity,  had  inexplicably  been  turned 
down  after  the  first  interview.  A 
city  official  responded  to  the 
Committee  with  bureaucratic  re¬ 
solve,  maintaining  that  lines  of 
communication  had  been  left 
open,  that  the  hiring  process  had 
been  “a  challenging  and  thor¬ 
oughly  positive  experience”  and 
that  ‘‘no  choice  will  please  every¬ 


one.”  Then,  on  June  11,  the 
Mayor  made  his  choice. 

There  are  lessons  to  be  learned 
from  these  experiences.  Most  im¬ 
portantly,  we  should  know  that 
the  persistence  and  outspokenness 
so  amply  demonstrated  by  the  Tea 
Party  2  Vi  Committee — in  demon¬ 
strations,  in  correspondence  and 
in  meetings  with  city  officials— 
does  not  go  entirely  unheeded.  We 
do,  it  is  true,  have  a  liaison.  But 
there  is  a  cautionary  lesson  here 
too,  well  expressed  in  a  hiring  pro¬ 
cess  which,  only  a  year  before  the 
mayoral  election,  can  only  be 
described  as  self-serving,  and 
which  was  in  fact  revealingly  por¬ 
trayed  by  a  city  official  who 
defended  the  process, saying  “It’s 
the  Mayor’s  liaison  to  the  lesbian 
and  gay  community;  he  can  hire 
whomever  he  wants.” 

Perhaps  it’s  time  for  the  lesbian 


and  gay  community  to  appoint  a 
liaison  to  the  mayor.

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women  came  over  to  our  com¬ 
pound  to  use  the  telephone,  the 
men,  locked  inside  to  keep  us  sep¬ 
arated  from  the  women,  gathered 
together,  arms  around  one 
another,  singing  to  our  fellow 
female  blockaders,  ‘Sisters,  sis¬ 
ters,  you  have  given  us  such  treas¬ 
ures,  we  love  you  so.” 

Davis  said  he  considers  the 
homophobia  and  remaining 
‘machismo’  of  some  of  the  straight 
male  blockaders  as  antithetical  to 
an  anti-nuclear  and  “peace- 
loving”  philosophy.

John  Kyper,  who  was  arrested 
with  members  of  OZ,  thinks  that  it 
is  in  the  best  interests  of  lesbians 
and  gay  men  to  oppose  nuclear 
technology  because  “the  Moral 
Majority  types  hate  queers  and 
commies  equally.  The  people  who 
are  against  women’s  rights  and  les¬ 
bian  and  gay  rights  are  supporting 
genocidal  dictators  in  Latin  Amer¬ 
ica,  some  of  whom  are  ‘bom- 
agains.’  They  find  shelter  in  the 
Book  of  Revelation  [for  deploying 
nuclear  weapons  and  poisoning 
the  environment  with  radiation]. 
Their  attitude  is,  the  world  is  going 
to  end  about  now  anyway,  so  let’s 
end  it  with  a  big  bang.”

come.  It’s  good  to  see  so  many 
people  who  have  been  friends  of 
mine  for  a  long  time.” 

Other  pride  activities  included  a 
concert  in  memory  of  Fred  Paez,  a 
gay  activist  shot  to  death  by  a 
Houston  police  officer  during 
pride  week  in  1980.  The  concert 
featured  performances  by  the 
Montrose  Symphonic  Band,  the 
Montrose  Singers  and  the  Metro¬ 
politan  Community  Church 
Choir,  all  of  Houston,  and  the 
Oak  Lawn  Symphonic  Band  of 
Dallas. 

The  13th  annual  Christopher 
Street-West  festivities  in  Los 
Angeles  on  the  27th  featured  a 
parade  down  Santa  Monica  Boule¬ 
vard  which  attracted  about  85,000 
spectators.  It  included  a  number 
of  contingents  concerned  with  par¬ 
ty  politics  as  well  as  a  60-member 
progressive  contingent. 

In  Minneapolis,  friction  be¬ 
tween  the  lesbian  community  and 


parade  was  held  in  Ohio  on  Sat¬ 
urday,  June  26.  Some  1250  partici¬ 
pants  from  throughout  the  state 
marched  to  the  State  House  in  Col¬ 
umbus  for  an  hour-long  rally. 
Organizers  say  equal  numbers  of 
women  and  men  made  up  the 
crowd  and  that  third  world  les¬ 
bians  and  gay  men  were  well  rep¬ 
resented. 

The  principles  of  unity  adopted 
for  the  event  included  a  demand 
for  an  end  to  discrimination 
against  gay  men  and  lesbians,  a 
call  for  fair  and  unbiased  sex 
education  for  all  youth,  support 
for  the  principles  of  the  Equal 
Rights  Amendment  and  solidarity 
with  those  participating  in  pride 
week  activities  throughout  the 
country.  The  fifth  principle  of  uni¬ 
ty  acknowledged  ‘‘solidarity  with 
our  brothers  and  sisters  around  the 
world  suffering  from  all  types  of 
oppression.  We  raise  our  voices  in 
unison  to  end  all  persecution  im¬ 
posed  on  minorities,  the  oppress¬ 
ed,  the  poverty  stricken,  and  all 


their  freedom  to  make  love,  their 
freedom  to  express  themselves  in 
this  society.  We  feel  that  that  is 
basically  what  we  are  fighting  for 
in  El  Salvador.”  He  pointed  out 
that  U.S.  opponents  to  Latin 
American  revolutionary  move¬ 
ments  are  also  the  lesbian  and  gay 
movement’s  strongest  opponents. 
‘‘All  that  we  want,”  Ramos  con¬ 
cluded,  “is  to  define  our  lives  the 
way  you  do.” 

Gwendolyn  Rogers  of  New 
York,  an  activist  in  the  All 
People’s  Congress,  commented, 
“Time  and  again  we  have  fought 
back  with  our  voices,  with  our 
anger,  with  our  love  and  with  our 
determination.” 

Other  rally  speakers  included 
Mary  Dunlap,  the  attorney  who 
successfully  argued  the  case  of  gay 
British  citizen  Carl  Hill  against  the 
Immigration  and  Naturalization 
Service;  disabled  activist  Jill  Less¬ 
ing;  activist  and  poet  Pat  Parker; 
and  Matt  Coles,  attorney  and 
founder  of  Gay  Rights  Advocates.

In  its  13-year  history,  the  cele¬ 
bration  of  lesbian  and  gay  pride 
has  become  both  the  focus  for  soli¬ 
darity  and  renewed  political 
energy  and  the  catalyst  for  con¬ 
troversy  and  division.  Pride  week 
1982  has  proved  no  exception  to 
that  tradition.  The  following  are 
brief  descriptions  of  pride  week  in 
a  few  of  the  many  cities  across  the 
country  in  which  it  was  celebrated. 


counter -demonstration  against  the 
26  Nazis.  Plainclothes  police 
mingling  with  the  crowd  arrested 
13-counter  demonstrators,  in  most 
cases  for  throwing  objects  at  the 
Nazis. 

The  Nazi  rally  had  ended  by  the 
time  the  pride  parade  reached  the 
rally  site. 

Announced  plans  for  the  Nazi 
rally  sparked  a  controversy  be¬ 
tween  those  advocating  direct  con¬ 


frontation,  represented  by  the  ad 
hoc  Stonewall  Committee,  and 
those  arguing  against  direct  con¬ 
frontation,  represented  by  the 
Pride  Committee.  Further  conflict 
developed  within  the  Stonewall 
Committee  between  those  insisting 
on  a  commitment  to  non-violence 
and  those  arguing  that  counter¬ 
demonstrators  should  be  free  to 
choose  their  own  form  of  oppos¬ 
ing  the  Nazis.  Some  60  advocates 
of  non-violence  split  from  the 
Stonewall  Committee  less  than  a 
week  before  the  event  to  form  their 
own  block  of  counter-demonstra¬ 
tors. 

The  counter-demonstration  was 
further  complicated  by  the  pres¬ 
ence  of  the  Spartacist  League, 
whose  members  used  a  large  sound 
system  to  “try  to  steal  the  whole 
show,”  in  the  words  of  Stonewall 
member  Richard  Wilson.  Wilson 
said  the  Spartacists  refused  to  ad¬ 
dress  the  specific  question  of  les¬ 
bian  and  gay  pride.  He  told  GCN 
that  in  several  case  Spartacists  aid¬ 
ed  the  police  by  pointing  out  to 
them  persons  who  had  thrown  ob¬ 
jects  at  the  Nazis.  He  said  the 
Stonewall  position  was  to  try  to 
prevent  arrests. 

Rich  Pfeiffer  of  the  Pride  Com¬ 
mittee  told  GCN  that  the  presence 
of  the  Nazis  resulted  in  a  record- 
breaking  crowd,  in  a  greater 
political  content  at  the  pride  rally 
and  in  a  noticeable  increase  in  the 
number  of  black  and  Hispanic 
participants.

peoples  of  the  world.” 

Between  300,000  and  400,000 
persons  took  part  in  the  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  parade  and  rally  on  June  27. 
Lead  by  150  lesbians  on  motor¬ 
cycles,  the  parade  ended  at  City 
Hall  with  a  rally  which  included 
more  political  content  than  in 
previous  years. 

Philadelphia  activist  and  writer 
Dan  Tsang  pointed  out  that  the 
FBI  and  local  police  are  once  again 
invading  the  lesbian  and  gay  com¬ 
munities  “in  search  of  so-called 
child  pornographers,  so-called  ter¬ 
rorists  and  so-called  child  molest¬ 
ers.”  The  community’s  strength  to 
oppose  the  renewed  attacks,  he 
argued  “lies  in  our  freedom  to 
discuss  openly  our  own  sexuality, 
our  political  agenda  and  the  future 
of  our  movement.”  Tsang  said, 
“We  must  build  a  movement  that 
is  open  to  sexual  variety,  that  is 
anti-sexist  but  is  also  pro-sex.” 

“We  need  allies  badly,”  said 
gay  union  activist  Howard 
Wallace.  “But  our  most  steadfast 
allies  are  not  the  defenders  of  the 
status  quo  but  those  struggling 
against  authoritarianism  in  all  its 
forms.”  Arguing  that  the  labor 
movement  is  becoming  “one  of 
our  most  powerful  allies,”  Wal¬ 
lace  pointed  out  that  the  American 
Federation  of  State,  County  and 
Municipal  Employees,  the  second 
largest  union  in  the  AFL-CIO,  has 
recently  voted  to  endorse  the  na¬ 
tional  lesbian  and  gay  rights  bill. 

A  particularly  enthusiastic  re¬ 
sponse  greeted  rally  speaker  Ar- 
noldo  Ramos  of  the  Frente  Demo- 
cratico  Revolucionario  of  El  Sal¬ 
vador,  who  acknowledged  lesbian 
and  gay  support  for  the  struggle  in 
his  country  and  expressed  soli¬ 
darity  with  the  gay  movement. 
Ramos  said  that  the  400,000  peo¬ 
ple  marching  in  San  Francisco  that 
day  did  so  “as  an  expression  of 


San  Francisco. 

Following  passage  of  an  unprec¬ 
edented  resolution  by  the  Atlanta 
City  Council  declaring  June  26 
Lesbian,  Gay  Male  and  Transper¬ 
son  Pride  Day,  some  3,000  people 
attended  a  parade  led  by  the  Gay 
Men’s  Chorus  and  a  rally  at  the 
state  capitol.  According  to  the  res¬ 
olution,  “the  limitation  on  the 
pursuit  of  happiness  based  upon 
issues  of  sexual  preference,  race, 
sex,  age,  religious  belief,  economic 
standing,  national  origin,  or  phys¬ 
ical  capability  represents  the  vilest 
form  of  discrimination  and  divi¬ 
sion.” 

Mayor  Andrew  Young  refused 
to  sign  the  resolution  because, 
parade  organizer  Regina  Heim- 
bruch  says,  he  does  not  believe 
that  lesbians  and  gay  men  should 
express  their  lifestyles  in  public. 
Heimbruch  comments  in  a  pre¬ 
pared  statement,  “The  mayor  has 
suggested  on  more  than  one  occa¬ 
sion  that  homosexuals  shall  be 
guaranteed  civil  rights  in  Atlanta 
as  equal  citizens,  while  at  the  same 
time  urging  us  to  keep  our  differ¬ 
ences  behind  closed  doors.  This  is 
ludicrous.” 


The  pride  week  celebration  in 
Chicago  on  the  26th  was  marked 
by  controversy  over  response  to  an 
anti-gay  American  Nazi  Party  ral¬ 
ly  scheduled  for  the  same  day  in 
the  same  park.  While  a  crowd 
estimated  by  police  at  30,000,  the 
largest  in  the  13-year  history  of  the 
event,  marched  toward  the  rally 
site,  about  2,500  others  held  a 


The  presence  of  the  Nazis  was 
discussed  in  many  of  the  pride  ral¬ 
ly  speeches.  The  first  speaker, 
Peter  Kessler  of  the  gay  Congre¬ 
gation  Or  Chadash,  said  that  com¬ 
ing  out  strong  in  pride  was  a  better 
way  to  oppose  the  Nazis  than  con¬ 
fronting  them  with  violence. 

The  parade  in  Houston  on  the 
27th  drew  a  crowd  some  organizers 
estimated  at  60,000  but  the  straight 


the  all-male  pride  planning  org¬ 
anization  resulted  in  two  separate 
pride  celebrations  on  June  27. 
While  400  women  gathered  in  a 
local  park,  about  1,000  men  and  a 
few  women  marched  down  Hen¬ 
nepin  Avenue  to  a  rally.  Many 
marchers  wore  black  and  white 
headbands  as  a  “symbol  of  pain 
and  hope  that  the  divisions  be¬ 
tween  women  and  men  will  be 
healed.”  Women  made  up  be¬ 
tween  five  and  ten  percent  of  the 
crowd  in  the  march. 

At  the  mixed-gender  pride  rally, 
female  impersonator  Ms.  Bette, 
the  emcee  for  the  event,  said,  “It’s 
good  to  see  a  mixed  male-female 
crowd  turn  out  for  gay  pride.” 

At  Womynfest  ’82  in  Powder 
Horn  Park,  the  all-woman  pride 
event,  a  picnic  was  held  with  live 
entertainment.  Openly  lesbian 
state  representative  Karen  Clark 
told  the  crowd,  “This  is  to  cele¬ 
brate  lesbian  energy  and  pride.  We 
need  to  make  special  time  to  cele¬ 
brate  together  and  to  tell  each 
other  how  special  we  are.  This  is  a 
really  important  way  to  resist.” 


After  heated  controversy  among 
organizers  about  the  politics  of 
pride  week  in  New  York,  a  crowd 
estimated  at  100,000  by  organizers 
and  at  40,000  by  police  marched 
on  June  27  to  Central  Park  for  a 
rally.  As  a  result  of  a  campaign 
organized  by  Dykes  Against 
Racism  Everywhere,  rally  speaker 
Sergeant  Charles  Cochrane  of  the 
New  York  Police  Department  was 
hissed  by  many  during  his  speech. 
Inclusion  of  a  speech  by 
Cochrane,  who  came  out  last  year 
during  city  council  hearings  on  a 
lesbian  and  gay  rights  bill,  was  one 
of  several  sources  of  controversy 
among  pride  week  organizers. 


For  the  first  time,  a  state-wide 


press  said  numbered  about  20,000. 
Despite  a  long  history  of  police 
harassment  of  the  lesbian  and  gay 
community,  there  were  no  in¬ 
cidents  at  this  year’s  pride  events. 
At  a  rally  following  the  parade, 
some  10,000  persons  heard 
speeches  by  activists  and  political 
candidates.  In  an  unexpected  ap¬ 
pearance,  Mayor  Kathy  Whitmire 
acknowledged  applause  by  saying, 
“Thanks  for  a  wonderful  wel¬ 
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Editorial - 

New  Right 

Leaders  of  the  New  Right  have  linked  lesbian  and  gay  rights, 
abortion  rights,  civil  rights  for  racial  and  ethnic  groups,  and 
women’s  rights  in  a  war  of  values  that  threatens  our  very  right 
to  exist.  A  pervasive  anti-sex-for-pleasure  (the  Puritan  “work 
ethnic”)  is  writ  large  andunequivocallvinNew  Right  ideology. 
In  order  to  maintain  their  new  position  in  the  government,  the 
New  Right  leaders  must  curtail  liberties  they  believe  threaten 
America’s  “destiny”  as  moral  and  political  savior  of  the  world. 
Chief  among  these  is  our  right  to  control  our  sexuality  and  our 
bodies. 

The  same  climate  that  has  resulted  in  raids  on  gay 
bookstores,  porn  shops,  bars,  and  cruising  areas  has  produced 
the  renewal  of  anti-abortion  sentiment  and  the  glorification  of 
a  concept  of  “family”  that  never  really  existed.  The  same  es¬ 
tablishment  which  promotes  the  idea  that  men  who  get  “gay 
diseases”  deserve  them,  promotes  the  idea  that  women  who  get 
pregnant  deserve  the  economic  and  psychological  penalties  of 
raising  a  child  they  do  not  want,  or  cannot  support.  The  mes¬ 
sage  from  all  quarters  is:  control  your  sexuality,  or  we  will  con¬ 
trol  it  for  you. 

These  ultra-conservative  values  stand  a  good  chance  of  be¬ 
coming  law  if  progressives  cannot  rally  quickly  and  vocally. 
The  Family  Protection  Act  will  specifically  deny  lesbians  and 
gay  men  (and  any  other  “non-traditional”  family)  legal  status 
—  no  custody  for  lesbian/gay  or  single  parents,  no  social  ser¬ 
vices  for  our  partners  or  ourselves.  Senate  Bill  1630  (which  was 
defeated,  but  will  undoubtedly  reappear  in  another  form) 
would  have  broadened  the  definition  of  “criminal”  sexual  be- 
havioi^and  obscenity  and  tightened  restrictions  on  our  ability  to 
voice  complaints  about  the  government.  The  Human  Life 
Amendment  would  criminalize  abortion  and  re-define  social

values  in  favor  of  the  “un-born”  at  the  expense  of  those 
already  living. 

The  Right  is  closing  in  quickly:  they  are  attacking  abortion 
rights  first,  but  much  of  the  money  financing  their  anti-abor¬ 
tion  campaign  has  been  raised  from  scare-letters  about  “homo¬ 
sexuals  .  ’  ’  Abortion  rights  —  the  right  for  a  woman  to  choose  to 
have  an  abortion,  regardless  of  age,  race  or  economic  status  — 
along  with  other  reproductive  and  sexuality  rights  are  essential 
to  support,  if  we  are  to  challenge  the  New  Right.  On  July  17, 
many  of  us  will  go  to  Cherry  Hill,  New  Jersey  (see  article,  page 
1 )  to  demonstrate  against  the  National  Right  to  Life  Conven¬ 
tion.  A  visible  gay  and  lesbian  presence  there  is  an  important 
part  of  fighting  for  our  right  to  control  our  bodies  and  our 
lives. 

On  June  12,  a  million  people  gathered  in  New  York  to  sup¬ 
port  disarmamant.  Defense  Secretary  Caspar  Weinberger  dis¬ 
missed  the  impact  of  the  march  by  saying  that  in  America, 
“politics  are  made  at  the  polls,  not  in  the  streets.”  That  rally 
and  its  predecessors  have  had  a  major  impact  on  the  direction 
of  our  government  —  black  civil  rights  and  women’s  marches 
helped  win  some  reforms,  anti-war  marches  helped  end  the 
Vietnam  war  and  make  it  harder  for  the  U.S.  to  intervene  in  El 
Salvador.  Indeed,  because  of  patterns  of  racial,  economic,  sex, 
and  educational  discrimination,  the  polls  —  who  votes  and 
whom  we  can  vote  for  —  have  been  dominated  by  straight 
white  men. 

Lesbians  and  gay  men  must  be  loud  and  clear  at  Cherry  Hill 
and  in  any  public  outcries  against  the  New  Right’s  attempts  to 
promote  and  legislate  its  ultra-conservative  values.  We  are  be¬ 
sieged  by  political  forces  who  would  rather  we  didn’t  exist;  we 
have  to  make  our  stand  in  the  streets  while  we  can  still  be  seen.

A  fascinating  scenario:  Will  James,  who  is 
either  unknown  or  a  closet  case  (if  not  both),  de¬ 
cides  that  Harvey  Milk,  the  man  who  caught  five 
bullets,  is  not  politically  correct. 

But  then  the  logic  —  maybe  the  better  word  is< 
hypocrisy  —  of  the  politically  correct  never  ceases 
to  amaze  and  amuse  me. 

For  future  reviews,  kids,  I’d  suggest  that  if 
you’re  going  to  have  someone  review  the  works  of 
an  openly  gay  author,  please  find  someone  who 
has  a  real,  or  at  least  recognizable,  name.

How  Hot  Thou  Art? 

An  interview  with  F.  Ronald  Fowler 


Interview  by  Ray  Langenbach 
Ron  Fowler  is  a  commercial  il¬ 
lustrator  and  painter  who  divides 
his  time  between  Key  West,  New 
York  City  and  Provincetown.  A 
graduate  of  the  Pratt  Institute  in 
New  York,  Ron  has  illustrated  for 
such  diverse  clients  as  McGraw- 
Hill  Publishing  Company,  GCN, 
and  Mandate  magazine.  His 
awards  include  certificates  of 
merit  from  the  New  York  Society 
of  Illustrators  Scholarship  Shows, 
First  Prize  in  the  American  Ballet 
Theatre’s  poster  commissioning 
project,  and  numerous  fine  art 
purchase  prizes,  among  others  the 
University  of  Virginia,  West  Vir¬ 
ginia  Cultural  Center  Gallery  and 
Huntington  Gallery  support  exhi¬ 
bitions  of  his  work,  etc.  Repre¬ 
sented  by  Sorban  Gallery  in  Well- 
fleet  and  by  Moira’s  Gallery,  Key 
Lime  Square  in  Key  West.  The 
erotic  art  is  being  shown  in  a  group 
show  at  Robert  Samuel  Gallery  jn 
New  York  and  his  sketches  are  cur¬ 
rently  being  shown  at  the  Pro¬ 
vincetown  Ramrod. 

Ray:  Do  you  consider  yourself  a 
commercial  artist? 

Ron:  Yeah  .  .  .  I  do  art  for  money, 
and  I  always  have.  I’ve  always  en¬ 
joyed  doing  art.  Two  specifica¬ 
tions:  some  artists  have  a  problem 
doing  work  for  somebody  else,  but 
I  enjoy  being  given  a  challenge  or 
something  to  illustrate. 

Ray:  Are  there  any  limitations  on 
that?  Is  there  anything  that 
bothers  you  about  that,  is  it  frus¬ 
trating  at  all? 

Ron:  No  .  .  .  well  it’s  sometimes 
frustrating  because  you  can’t  do  as 
many  things  as  you’d  like  to  do  but 
of  course  the  challenge  is  to  be  able 
to  find  a  way  to  do  a  good  piece  of 
art  that  also  functions  as  an  illus¬ 
tration.  In  the  past,  there  seems  to 
have  been  an  idea  that  artists  can’t 
do  both,  but  of  course  most  of  the 
really  famous  artists  have  been 
illustrators,  so  there’s  no  grounds 
for  that. 

Ray:  So  an  illustrator  would  be 
someone  who  has  a  specific  prob¬ 
lem  to  solve? 

Ron:  A  problem-solver,  that’s 
what  I  consider  myself. 

Ray:  Have  you  always  drawn  peo¬ 
ple? 

Ron:  Always  have. 

Ray:  Why  people? 

Ron:  I’ve  always  enjoyed  drawing 
the  figure,  and  just  as  part  of  the 
things  an  artist  should  be  able  to 
do  is  to  be  able  to  handle  drawing 
the  figure.  I  haven’t  been  doing 
that  exclusively.  Most  of  my  work 


was  in  landscapes  up  until  a  year 
ago,  and  that’s  when  I  started 
working  figuratively. 

Ray:  Were  those  pencil  also? 

Ron:  No,  those  were  mostly  water 
color  paintings  and  oil  paintings. 
Ray:  So  you  don’t  just  use  pencil, 
you  also  use  other  mediums. 

Ron:  I  use  everything. 

Ray:  What  do  you  like  about 
drawing  men? 

Ron:  Mostly  I  enjoy  expressing  my 
appreciation  of  the  beauty  in  the 
male  body,  and  occasionally  that 
gets  to  be  an  exploration  of  my 
own  erotic  fantasies,  and  other 
people  seem  to  like  seeing  those,  so 
that’s  why  I  show  them. 

Ray:  What  would  you  consider  the 
ideal  context  for  viewing  your 
work? 

Ron:  In  a  gallery  situation  at  best 
.  .  .  and  after  that,  I  think  some  of 
the  magazines  .  .  .  Honcho  did  a 
very  nice  job  in  reproducing  my 
work,  and  of  course  GCN  is  nice 
because  they’re  not  terribly  limit¬ 
ing. 

About  that  cover  (torso  with 
penis  bound  in  barbed  wire,  see 
GCN,  Vol.  9,  No.  13)  .  .  .  there 


seems  to  have  been  a  bit  of  contro¬ 
versy  about  that,  and  out  of  all  the 
letters  to  the  editor  and  this  and 
that  back  and  forth  no  one  ever 
thought  to  ask  the  artist  what  he 
meant  .  .  .  and  now  I’ve  got  my 
chance.  I  was  really  surprised  that 
I  had  all  the  controversy,  I  was 
given  the  assignment  and  I  was 
told  that  I  wouldn’t  be  censored, 
and  I  didn’t  do  the  piece  to  offend 
anyone,  I  did  it  as  making  a  point, 
and  it  was  a  strong  visual  state¬ 
ment. 

Ray:  What  was  the  point? 

Ron:  Well,  I  was  illustrating  that 
particular  assignment,  I’ve  forgot¬ 
ten  what  it  was  right  now,  but  it 
was  simply  an  artist’s  answer  to  the 
project,  and  people  gave  it  a  great 
many  connotations  that  it  didn’t 
necessarily  have. 

Ray:  To  me  the  cover  expresses  a 
lot  of  pain  relating  to  sex  and 
maleness. 

Ron:  The  idea  was  that  it  was  re¬ 
stricting,  but  you’ll  notice  I  never 
put  any  drops  of  blood  or  anything 
that  would  really  denote  pain  as 
such.  There’s  a  difference  between 
the  fantasy  and  the  reality.  Having 
the  barbs  piercing  the  skin  would 
have  been  just  too  much.  It’s  giv¬ 
ing  the  audience  too  much  to  ab¬ 
sorb.  I  try  in  all  my  drawings  not  to 
be  as  obvious  as  I  could  be. 

Ray:  Do  you  feel  that  your  art  is 
related  to  gay  liberation? 

Ron:  Only  in  the  sense  that  as  an 
artist  I  tend  to  be  able  to  express 
my  artistic  talents  in  whatever 
manner  I  would  like  to  ...  I  simp¬ 
ly  don’t  want  to  be  told  what  I  can 
and  cannot  show.  That’s  part  of 
what  confused  me  about  the  reac¬ 
tions  to  the  cover.  I  mean,  that  was 
supposed  to  be  an  artistic  piece.  It 
wasn’t  supposed  to  be  of  political 
content,  and  people  made  it  to  be 
all  sorts  of  things  that  it  wasn’t. 
Ray:  So  would  you  call  yourself  a 
“gay  artist?” 

Ron:  No,  I  don’t  think  so.  I’m  an 
artist  that  happens  to  be  gay,  and 
happens  to  be  doing  things  at  the 
moment  that  a  specifically  gay  au¬ 
dience  seems  to  enjoy.  That’s  not 
all  that  Ido  —  I  don’t  just  do  nak¬ 
ed  men;  it’s  a  very  small  part  of 
what  1  can  do. 

Ray:  Do  you  get  typecast  as  a  gay 
artist  and  does  that  bother  you? 
Ron:  No,  actually  that  hasn’t  hap¬ 
pened.  The  fact  that  I  handle  the 
male  figure  has  been  very  helpful 
and  those  things  I  did  for  GCA  last 
year  have  opened  many  doors  for 
me,  and  I’m  doing  book  covers 
and  that  sort  of  thing.  Being  able 
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Lesbian/Gay

In  some  subtle  and  not  so  subtle  ways,  the  New 
Right  has  affected  the  climate  in  this  country  - 
with  everyone,  including  some  parts  of  the  gay/les¬ 
bian  movements,  progressive  movements,  and 
women's  movement  making  political  changes  to 
accommodate  the  changing  climate.  It  is  not  possi¬ 
ble  to  lay  out  a  full  analysis  of  this  shift  in  one  arti¬ 
cle,  with  all  the  examples  of  where  and  how  this  is 
happening,  but  I  do  want  to  outline  some  initial 
ideas  with  the  hope  that  others  will  continue  this 
discussion.  I'd  like  to  concentrate  first  on  the  New 
Right,  the  issues  they  have  targeted  and  the  connec¬ 
tions  they  have  made;  and  then  talk  about  how  the 
gay/lesbian  movements  have  responded  and  how 
we  could  be  responding. 

Climate  of  Violence 

In  thinking  about  the  present  climate  in  this  coun¬ 
try  as  I  see  it  and  feel  it  in  my  own  life,  I  realize  that 
life  feels  harder  now  than  say  10-15  years  ago.  The 
economy  is  worse,  unemployment  higher,  job 
opportunities  have  narrowed,  wages  are  not  keep¬ 
ing  up  with  inflation.  There  is  more  violence  and 
fear  of  violence.  Racial  violence  -  whites  against 
blacks  -  has  increased.  Queerbashing  has  increas¬ 
ed.  Rape  and  violence  against  women  have  increas¬ 
ed.  Anti-semitism  is  on  the  rise.  Violence  against 
radicals  and  communists  is  on  the  increase.  The 
reality  and  fear  of  this  violence  is  daily  in  my  own 
life.  Walking  down  the  streets  I  feel  more  scared  of 
being  out  as  a  lesbian  than  I  have  at  any  other  time 
in  the  last  ten  or  twelve  years. 

The  climate  in  this  country  right  now  is  such  that 
much  of  this  violence  is  not  only  not  condemned,  it 
is  condoned.  Killing  or  beating  a  commie  or  queer 
gets  by  our  'criminal  justice  system.'  It  is  perhaps, 
down  right  patriotic.  Rape  is  treated  as  a  not- very- 
serious  crime  by  many  judges,  who  still  believe  that 
the  woman  "wanted  it."  Temples  are  defaced  or 
bombed,  black  people  are  killed,  and  the  'criminal 
justice  system'  looks  the  other  way.  These  are  dang¬ 
erous  times  when  crimes  such  as  these  are  seen  as 
not-so-terrible,  not-so-immoral  by  the  country. 

These  are  dangerous  times  when  people  can  be 
made  to  believe  that  all  leftists  are  terrorists  but  do 
not  see  who  the  real  terrorists  in  our  lives  are  -  the 
queerbashers,  woman-haters,  racial  bigots,  corpor¬ 
ate  heads  who  make  decisions  that  pollute  our  envi¬ 
ronment,  the  men  who  pretend  nuclear  war  is  safe 
and  the  men  who  pretend  that  nuclear  war  is  'win- 
nable.' 

New  Right/Old  Right 

The  country  has  been  moving  to  the  right  now  for 
some  time  and  it  is  hard  at  times  to  separate  the  new 
right  from  the  old  right  from  the  government.  Jim¬ 


my  Carter  was  the  most  conservative  Democratic 
party  president  -  the  man  who  brought  back  draft 
registration,  gave  the  go-ahead  for  the  neutron 
bomb,  supported  U.S.  aid  to  the  right-wing  Sal¬ 
vadorian  government,  increased  the  military  bud¬ 
get,  and  came  out  publicly  against  abortion.  Reagan 
is  clearly  the  most  conservative  Republican  presi¬ 
dent  we  have  had  to  date,  following  up  on  Carter's 
moves  with  his  own.  Reagan  is  a  man  out  of  the  old 
right,  who  has  courted  the  new  right  to  get  elected. 

Like  the  old  right,  the  new  right  is  anti-union, 
anti-labor,  and  racist.  But  while  the  old  right's  con¬ 
cerns  were  more  with  militarism  and  the  economy, 
the  new  right's  are  more  with  social  and  personal 
issues.  The  new  right  is  anti-affirmative  action, 
anti-bussing,  anti-ERA,  anti-abortion,  anti¬ 
pornography,  anti-youth,  anti-lesbian/gay  rights, 
and  anti-sex  education. 

The  new  right  has  had  some  success  organizing 
around  issues  of  sex/gender  and  the  family  -  these 
issues  are  at  the  core  of  their  politics.  The  new  right 
re-asserts  traditional  family  values  with  men  on 
top,  women  in  their  place,  and  children  seen  but 
not  heard  from  ...  a  fundamentally  authoritarian 
arrangement. 

The  right  links  its  issues,  puts  forth  a  full  vision  of 
'family  life'  and  is  building  a  movement.  We  must 
also  link  our  issues,  and  put  forth  a  full  vision  of 
how  we  would  like  to  see  things  arranged. 

Lesbian/Gay  Rights  and 
Abortion  Rights 

In  the  forefront  of  the  right's  campaign  have  been 
attacks  on  gays/lesbians  and  on  abortion  rights  for 
women.  What  lies  behind  both  of  these  -  what 
links  them  —  is  the  New  Right's  anti-sexuality  atti¬ 
tude.  The  New  Right  is  simply  anti-sex,  outside  of 
marriage,  outside  of  having  children.  "If  you  play 
you  must  pay,"  if  you  get  pregnant  you  must  pay  by 
having  the  child.  They  aren't  really  "pro-life,"  as 
they  claim,  because  once  the  child  is  born  they  do 
nothing  to  help  provide  the  services  needed  to  raise 
children.  Their  agenda  is  tacitly  "pro-death"  -  pro¬ 
military,  pro-capital  punishment,  pro-nuclear 
arms.  To  be  against  abortion,  against  contraception, 
against  gay/lesbian  sexuality  is  pure  and  simple  to 
be  against  sex  for  pleasure.  You  may  wonder  why 
papers  like  GCN  cover  abortion  issues  so  closely  - 
after  all,  what  does  abortion  have  to  do  with  gays? 
In  addition  to  the  connections  I've  just  mentioned, 
there  is  the  possibility  of  any  woman  getting  raped 
and  pregnant  and  in  need  of  an  abortion,  and  the 
reality  is  that  some  lesbians  do  sleep  with  men  from 
time  to  time.  But,  most  importantly,  it  is  essential 
for  progressive  media,  and  all  of  us,  to  keep  tabs  on 
what  the  right  is  doing  -  their  successes  and  fail¬ 


ures.  They  are  making  their  fight  first  and  foremost 
around  abortion.  If  they  win  on  that  issue  lesbians 
and  gay  men  are  right  behind. 

Right  Wing  Legislation 

When  you  think  about  and  look  at  the  right  wing's 
various  legislation  -  the  Family  Protection  Act; 
funding  cuts  in  AFDC,  CETA,  and  legal  services; 
and  restrictions  on  abortions  —  you  realize  that 
these  cuts  have  nothing  to  do  with  saving  the  tax¬ 
payer's  money.  The  government  is  still  willing  to 
cover  90%  of  the  costs  of  sterilizations,  while  it  will 
not  cover  abortions  at  all.  And  it  is  still  willing  to  ap¬ 
propriate  billions  for  the  defense  budget.  The  issue 
is  not  spending  less  money,  the  issue  is  controlling 
women. 

Cutting  social  welfare  programs,  cutting  CETA, 
cutting  day  care,  all  have  the  effect  of  pushing 
women  back  into  the  home.  The  cuts  and  the  Fami¬ 
ly  Protection  Act  all  have  the  same  result  -  curtail¬ 
ing  .  of  women's  choices,  particularly  poorer 
women's  choices  —  in  all  the  different  aspects  of 
their  lives.  And  as  women  as  a  group  have  fewer 
choices  and  the  traditional  "family"  is  reinforced, 
lesbians  and  gay  men  have  fewer  choices,  and  are 
pushed  further  back  into  the  closet. 

While  not  all  the  New  Right's  legislation  has  pass¬ 
ed  Congress  yet,  they  have  been  quite  successful. 
They  have  shifted  the  terms  of  the  debate  on  many 
issues:  progressives  are  on  the  defensive. 

On  the  Defensive 

The  gay/lesbian  movement  has  begun  to  limit  its 
politics  to  gay  rights  -  the  right  not  to  be  fired,  or 
lose  an  apartment.  We  try  hard  to  show  the  straight 
world  that  we  are  just  like  them.  We  are  embar- 
assed  by  our  fringe  elements  -  drag  queens,  sado- 
masochists,  boy-lovers,  men  into  public  sex  -  and 
often  we  disown  them,  as  in  the  recent  NOW 
resolution  on  lesbian  and  gay  rights.  We  have  stop¬ 
ped  defining  and  asserting  for  ourselves  a  sexual 
morality  that  is  creative,  freeing,  consensual  -  we 
have  let  the  right  set  the  terms. 

The  Progressive  Movement  has  also  retreated  - 
back  into  the  Democratic  Party,  away  from  contro¬ 
versial  issues  such  as  abortion,  sexuality,  les- 
bian/gay  rights. 

The  right  wants  us  all  back  in  the  closet,  out  of 
public  space,  invisible.  They  are  promoting  a  re¬ 
strictive  new  morality  and  many  people  are  caving 
in  to  the  pressure. 

A  New  Vision 

We  can  only  successfully  fight  the  right  by  taking 
them  head  on,  by  uniting  the  issues  and  putting  out 
a  full  vision  of  the  liberation  of  lesbians,  gay  men,

Refusing  to  Accept  Anti-Semitism 


by  Eric  E.  Rofes 

My  identity  as  a  gay  man  is  inextricably  linked  to 
my  identity  as  a  Jewish  man.  As  a  Jew,  I  was  raised 
by  my  community  and  my  extended  family  to  sur¬ 
vive  in  a  world  hostile  to  my  kind.  I  grew  up  with 
the  awareness  that,  to  be  a  Jew  in  America  is  to  be 
different,  is  to  be  "the  other."  This  lesson  was 
directly  transferable  to  my  coming  out  as  a  gay 
man.  I  believe  my  deep-rooted  feelings  of  alienation 
which  I  have  struggled  with  throughout  my  life, 
come  from  my  realization  that,  to  my  Jewish 
friends,  I  am  the  queer,  and  to  my  gay  friends,  I  am 
the  kike.  It  is  only  with  my  gay  Jewish  friends  - 
mainly  lesbians  -  that  I  feel  most  at  home. 

The  linkage  of  my  gayness  to  my  Judaism  has  also 
been  brought  about  by  my  erotization  of  Jewish 
men.  Most  of  my  boyfriends  have  been  Jewish  and, 
in  fact,  those  men  who  have  most  influenced  my 
self-concept  and  my  identity  as  a  gay  man  have  usu¬ 
ally  been  Jews  -  including  my  uncle.  Having  been 
raised  during  my  childhood  and  adolescence  in 
primarily  Christian  Long  Island  communities,  my 
social  life  revolved  around  the  Jewish  center,  the 
youth  group,  and  Camp  Wel-met,  a  Jewish  fed¬ 
eration  camp.  My  heterosexual  forays  during  my 
teenage  years  were  with  Jewish  women  and  my 
tentative  explorations  into  homosexuality  were 
with  young  Jewish  men. 

It  is  impossible  to  pinpoint  precisely  when  in  time 
I  connected  my  homosexuality  to  my  Judaism  but, 
by  the  time  I  was  celebrating  my  bar-mitzvah,  at 
age  13,  I  was  aware  enough  to  sit  on  the  raised 
platform  as  the  Torah  was  handed  to  me  and  think 
"How  can  God  allow  me  these  honors?  Doesn't  he 
know  I'm  a  homosexual?"  Throughout  my  early 
teenage  years,  my  guilt  concerning  my  erotic  fan¬ 
tasies  found  its  way  into  every  prayer  I  recited  in 
synagogue.  After  services,  I  would  go  home  and 
masturbate  (in  the  bathroom,  of  course)  and  think 
about  Mr.  Rosen  or  Mr.  Schwartz  or  Karen  Spier's 
older  brothers  (perhaps  this  is  how  I  began  to 
eroticize  older  men). 

When  I  arrived  in  the  Boston  area  to  attend  col¬ 
lege,  I  left  a  great  part  of  my  Jewish  identity  back 
home  and  learned,  rather  quickly,  to  drop  the 
Yiddish  references  from  my  speech  patterns.  Si¬ 
multaneously,  I  began  my  coming  out  process. 
Thus,  I  experienced  the  denial  of  my  Judaism  as  I 
was  experiencing  the  discovery  of  my  gay  identity. 
This  separation  of  two  crucial  aspects  of  my  iden¬ 
tity  was  a  very  painful  process  for  me. 
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It  has  only  been  during  the  past  five  years  that  I 
have  successfully  integrated  my  Jewish  identity 
with  my  gayness  and  have  felt  proud  and  excited 
about  this  integration.  It  has  only  been  during  the 
past  two  years,  that  I  have  become  aware  of  anti¬ 
semitism  in  the  gay  community  and  it  is  only  now 
that  I  can  cite  specific  examples  which  must  be 
confronted: 

-I  cannot  count  the  times  I  have  heard  the  ex¬ 
pression  "Cheap  Jew”  or  "Rich  Jew"  from  the  mouth 
of  a  gay  man.  I  have  heard  these  expressions  used  to 
characterize  the  owners  of  gay  bars  or  baths, 
patrons  of  restaurants  where  friends  of  mine 
worked,  wealthy  boyfriends  who  treated  their 
lovers  to  expensive  dinners,  and  even  prominent 
gay  persons,  such  as  David  Goodstein  of  the 
Advocate.  It  has  distressed  me  that  these  words 
have  been  uttered  at  all  and  distressed  me  more  so 
when  they  have  been  uttered  by  Jewish  gay  men.  I 
have  been  outraged  at  myself  for  ever  permitting 
such  statements  to  go  unchallenged  and  at  my 
friends  and  lovers  who  also  failed  to  confront  the 
anti-semitism. 

-I  have  been  appalled  at  the  failure  of  lesbian 
and  gay  activists  to  acknowledge  anti-semitism  as  a 
particular  form  of  oppression  of  relevance  to  the 
gay  community.  I  was  particularly  infuriated 
recently  at  a  meeting  of  speakers  from  this  year's 
Boston  Pride  rally  to  hear  another  speaker  insist 
that  people  of  color  and  the  disabled  be  recognized 
as  groups  with  a  particular  kind  of  oppression 
which  resulted  in  the  need  for  them  to  be  among 
the  first  speakers  at  the  rally.  Again,  my  insecurity 
played  into  her  anti-semitism  (few  people  will  be 
able  to  imagine  me  as  a  reticent  person).  I  was 
intimidated;  I  didn't  want  to  challenge  a  woman  of 
color.  Furthermore,  I  didn't  want  to  appear  to  be 
the  "pushy  Jew."  I  waited  for  someone  else  to  raise 
the  issues  of  anti-Semitism,  classism,  ageism.  No 
one  did. 

-  The  simple  preference  for  circumsized  or  uncir- 
cumsized  cocks  may  often  reveal  strong  anti- 
semitic  feelings.  I  encountered  this  personally 
when,  on  meeting  a  man  in  a  bar  in  Provincetown, 
he  asked  if  I  were  Italian.  On  telling  him  I  was 
Jewish  ("You  don't  look  Jewish.  You  don’t  have  a 
Jewish  nose  .  .  .")  he  then  asked  if  I  were  "cut."  On 
replying  that  I  was,  in  fact,  circumsized,  this  man 
lost  interest.  I  wondered  about  his  motivation.  I 
also  have  been  told  by  friends  who  enjoy  attending 
"Uncut  Night"  at  a  specific  New  York  bar,  that  this 
is  considered  "No  Jew  Night." 

-Gay  male  literature  is  rife  with  anti-semitism 
and,  sometime  soon  I  intend  to  compile  a  survey  of 
such  references.  (Anyone  who  comes  across  anti- 
semitic  literature,  please  notify  me  c/o  GCN ).  The 
pinnacle  of  Jew-hating  can  be  found  in  Larry 
Kramer's  book  Faggots  which  is  filled  with  larger- 
than-life  Jewish  stereotypes  and  such  outrageous 
narration  as: 

faggots  in  the  New  York 


City  area  than  Jews.  There  are  now  more  faggots 
in  the  entire  United  States  than  all  the  yids  and 
kikes  put  together.  (This  is  subsidiary  data,  not 
overtly  relevant,  but  ipso  facto  nevertheless.) 
This  yoking  together  of  Jews  and  gays  in  a  num¬ 
bers'  race  is  insulting  and  dangerous  (as  if  some 
Jews  needed  a  reason  to  view  gays  as  the  enemy  or 
as  if  some  gays  needed  a  reason  to  hate  Jews).  The 
use  of  "yids"  and  "kikes,"  is  unacceptable  in  this 
context. 

Ignoring  Jews  is  another  dangerous  anti-semitic 
practice  and  my  reading  of  many  Gordon  Merrick 
books  fails  to  find  a  single  Jewish  man.  Similarly, 
Randy  Shilts'  failure  to  adequately  analyze  Harvey 
Milk's  relationship  to  his  Judaism  in  The  Mayor  of 
Castro  Street  (while  including  many  references  to 
Milk  as  a  "Jewish  homosexual")  is  unacceptable. 
One's  Judaism  informs  one's  life  in  deep  and  mean¬ 
ingful  ways  -  even  when  one  flouts  Jewish 
religious  beliefs  and  traditions.  Shilts'  limited  dis¬ 
cussion  of  Milk's  relationship  to  Judaism  focuses 
entirely  on  Milk's  childhood.  Only  a  person  with  an 
ignorance  of  Jewish  culture  and  Jewish  identity 
could  accept  such  an  omission. 

- 1  have  been  distressed  that  recent  discussions  of 
the  mass  murders  of  homosexuals  under  Hitler,  in¬ 
spired  by  recent  books  such  as  The  Men  With  The 
Pink  Triangle  and  the  play  Bent,  have  occasionally 
veered  into  discussions  of  whether  it  was  worse  to 
be  a  Jew  or  a  fag  under  Hitler,  whether  a  greater 
percentage  of  Jews  or  fags  were  wiped  out,  whether 
Jews  or  fags  were  more  responsible  for  the  rise  of 
Nazism  (!).  Likewise,  I  have  been  shocked  to  hear 
Jews  deny  the  experiences  of  homosexual  men  in 
Nazi  Germany  and  insist  that  the  above  works  are 
"homosexual  persecution  fantasies." 

- 1  have  consistently  been  challenged  by  gay  men 
when  I  discuss  the  recent  increase  in  anti-semitic 
activity  in  this  country.  I  am  asked  for  evidence,  for 
examples,  for  statements  by  specific  authorities.  I 
wonder  why  I  am  challenged  when  I  discuss  the  in¬ 
creased  anti-semitism  but  not  challenged  when  I 
discuss  recent  increases  in  racist  assaults,  or  anti¬ 
lesbian  and  anti-gay  violence.  Evidence  by  the  Anti- 
Defamation  League  has  been  sneered  at  as  "biased." 
And  I  was  surprised  to  read  Dennis  Altman's  letter 
in  a  recent  GCN  which  asserted  that  there  might  be 
growing  anti-semitism  in  America,  but  Altman  - 
who  is  Jewish  -  doesn't  feel  it.  On  one  hand,  I  was 
taken  aback  because  I  respect  Altman's  perceptions 
and  social  analysis,  but  found  this  statement  so  very 
different  from  my  own  experience.  On  the  other 
hand,  I  am  concerned  that  two  (not  one,  but  two) 
friends  of  mine  who  had  challenged  my  statement 
about  an  increase  in  anti-semitic  activity,  noticed 
Altman's  statement  and  used  it  as  more  concrete 
evidence  than  the  ADL  study. 

Discussion  of  anti-semitism  in  the  lesbian-

Hearts  and  Minds:  The  Anatomy 
of  Racism  From  Roosevelt  to 
Reagan

Judging  by  its  subtitle,  one  might  reasonably 
expect  Harry  S.  Ashmore's  book  to  address  and 
analyze  the  mentality  behind  the  above  quote 
and  the  development  that  led  to  its  formulation. 
Unfortunately,  Hearts  and  Minds  is  no  more  an 
anatomy  of  racism  than  Gone  With  the  Wind  is  a 
sociology  of  the  southern  slave  system.  Rather,  it  is 
one  man's  memoirs  as  filtered  through  the  lens  of 
his  involvement  in  the  civil  rights  movement.  As 
such  it  is  a  readable  history,  but  it  does  not  provide 
a  coherent  analysis  of  racial  attitudes  in  20th  cen¬ 
tury  America. 

Harry  S.  Ashmore  is  an  acclaimed  American  jour¬ 
nalist  of  Southern  background,  and  a  veteran  of  the 
era  of  civil  rights  struggle.  Both  he  and  the  news¬ 
paper  he  edited  -  Little  Rock's  Arkansas  Gazette  - 
received  Pulitzer  prizes  for  the  anti-segregationist 
editorial  stand  taken  during  the  stormy  days  follow¬ 
ing  the  Brown  v.  Board  of  Education  decision.  To 
hold  and  defend  such  an  opinion  when  it  literally 
could  be  dangerous  to  do  so  was  certainly  a  display 
of  courage  on  Ashmore's  part,  but  it  would  be  a 
great  mistake  to  list  him  as  a  leading  advocate  of 
American  minority  liberation. 

Ashmore's  politics  are  a  study  in  centrism.  He  so 
closely  adheres  to  the  concerned  white  liberal  line 
that  he  almost  seems  to  be  a  caricature.  It  is  difficult 
to  know  if  he  merely  toed  the  line  or,  in  his  role  as  a 
journalist,  helped  to  draft  it.  Whatever  the  case,  he 
staunchly  defends  the  concept  of  moderation,  and 
offers  his  support  of  the  Rev.  Martin  Luther  King, 
Jr.  as  the  most  militant  position  his  conscience  can 
allow.  He  is  consistently  critical  of  extremism  not 
only  from  white  racists  but  also  (and  perhaps  to  a 
greater  extent)  in  the  case  of  such  black  radicals  as 
Malcolm  X,  Stokely  Carmichael  and  Angela  Davis. 
His  "analysis"  consists  of  little  more  than  a  running 
condemnation  of  the  radical  black  movement  inter¬ 
spersed  with  anecdotes  about  his  involvement  in 
the  purportedly  more  effective  game  of  electoral 
politics. 


The  violent  anti-white  feeling  of  many  black  rev¬ 
olutionists  of  the  '60s  cannot  be  denied.  The  call  by 
prominent  black  intellectuals  for  black  American 
nationalism  resulted  in  often  bloody  uprisings 
against  what  was  seen  as  the  intrinsic  racism  of 
white  Americans.  A  white  writer  can  hardly  be  ex¬ 
pected  to  treat  such  attitudes  with  compassion;  the 
more  militant  black  radicals  would  have  called  for 
the  demise  of  the  white  race.  An  effective  "anat¬ 
omy,"  however,  would  discuss  the  origins  of  such 
attitudes  and  their  development  in  an  overwhelm¬ 
ingly  anti-black  society.  Ashmore,  on  the  contrary, 
dismisses  them  as  invalid.  This  is  frustrating  to  any 
reader  who  understands  the  importance  of  radical 
black  activism  in  the  '60s.  It  is  maddening  to  a  black 
reviewer  who,  in  Ashmore's  "pragmatic”  view, 
would  do  well  to  wait  out  racial  oppression  till  the 
hearts  and  minds  of  the  white  populace  turn 
gradually  to  tolerance. 

That  a  study  of  racism  should  be  written  by  a 
white  person  is  quite  appropriate.  American  rac¬ 
ism,  after  all,  is  a  white  person's  problem,  and  con¬ 
cerns  the  non-white  population  only  insofar  as  it 
impedes  its  ability  to  survive.  Accounts  of  black 
struggle,  on  the  other  hand,  should  be  left  to  black 
people  to  provide.  The  right  of  a  group  to  speak  for 
itself  is  essential  lest  history  fall  prey  to  the  revi¬ 
sionists  Ashmore  so  contemptuously  dismisses.  It  is 
deplorable,  for  instance,  that  the  claim  can  be  made 
that  "the  four  leaders  ultimately  responsible  for  the 
development  of  the  black  cause  into  a  mass  move¬ 
ment"  were  John  and  Robert  Kennedy,  Martin 
Luther  King,  Jr.,  and  Lyndon  Johnson.  The  idea  that 
white  leaders  provided  positive  impetus  in  the 
black  population's  ultimate  call  for  justice  runs 
counter  to  the  fact  of  these  politicians'  own  racism 
and  is  an  insult  to  the  efforts  of  blacks  in  their  own 
struggle. 

Bobby  Kennedy  demonstrated  the  classic  white 
mentality  that  brands  racism  as  a  political  issue  to 
be  reckoned  with  but  denies  its  effects  on  human 
lives.  As  Attorney  General  during  his  brother's 
presidency,  he  ordered  the  cancellation  of  a  Civil 
Rights  Commission  investigatory  hearing  on  voting 
practices  in  Louisiana.  "If  you  continue  .  .  .  and 
make  race  a  big  issue,"  he  told  the  commission, 
"Delesseps  Morrison  will  lose  the  primary  election 
for  mayor  and  you  will  have  destroyed  one  of  the 
truly  moderate  politicians  in  the  South."  It  is  true 
that  many  blacks  rallied  behind  John  F.  Kennedy  as 
a  symbol  of  hope,  but  how  many  truly  believed  that 
a  white  man  could  lead  them  in  their  struggle 
against  oppression?  Ashmore's  work  is  rife  with 
such  contentions,  and  thus  perpetuates  the  odious 
myth  of  the  white  male  saviour. 

The  only  instance  in  which  Ashmore  sees  the 
white  leadership  of  blacks  as  an  essential  absurdity 
is  that  of  the  student  movement  of  the  '60s.  The 


radicalization  of  white  upper-  and  middle-class 
students  did  much  to  change  the  political  fabric  of 
this  country,  but  participants  could  not  claim  effec¬ 
tive  alliances  with  a  population  they  had  rarely 
seen  and  certainly  didn’t  understand.  Ashmore 

makes  this  point  again  and  again  in  his  scathing 
critique  of  the  '60s  movement.  He  cannot  abide  any 
mass  action  more  explosive  than  a  pray-in  for 
peace,  and  his  unrelenting  criticism  of  radicalism 
belies  his  willingness  to  struggle  for  justice. 

The  most  coherent  section  of  Hearts  and  Minds  is 
that  which  addresses  Ronald  Reagan's  administra¬ 
tion.  Consisting  primarily  of  grim  statistics,  the 
chapter  effectively  conveys  the  severity  of  Reagan's 
attacks  on  populations  of  color  and  illustrates  the 
setbacks  effected  by  his  regressive  economic  pol¬ 
icies.  Such  stuff  makes  for  depressing  reading,  but 
also  strengthens  one's  resolve  to  fight  these  destruc¬ 
tive  moves.  In  the  end,  though,  this  segment  falls 
far  short  of  inspecting  the  attitudes  behind  the  pro¬ 
gram.  In  this  way,  it  is  like  the  rest  of  the  book, 
which  claims  to  dissect  a  societal  phenomenon 
while  actually  doing  no  more  than  reporting  and 
editorializing.  Hearts  and  Minds  could  be  one  long 
op-ed  page  and,  with  all  due  respect  to  Ashmore's 
claims  as  a  journalist,  that  is  the  realm  to  which  he 
should  confine  himself. 

*  *  * 

We  do  need  a  comprehensive  study  of  racism  that 
would  lend  insight  into  the  various  oppressions  fac¬ 
ed  by  people  of  color.  Such  a  work  would  draw 
upon  the  history  of  racism  in  analyzing  present-day 
racial  attitudes.  This  information  is  essential  to  the 
development  of  a  cohesive  strategy  to  combat  racial 
oppression,  and  lesbians  and  gay  men,  as  a  sexual 
minority,  would  benefit  greatly  from  such  analysis. 

A  work  is  needed  that  would  explain  in  depth  the 
"double  consciousness"  of  blacks  as  defined  by 
W.E.B.  DuBois:  the  dual  life-style  undertaken  by 
most  black  Americans  who  can  never  truly  assim¬ 
ilate  in  the  great  melting-pot.  A  work  is  needed  that 
would  acknowledge  that  blacks  are  not  America's 
only  racial  minority  and  that  would  examine  the 
barriers  specific  to  Asian-Americans,  Native 
Americans  and  Hispanics  who  attempt  to  establish 
themselves  in  a  white  culture. 

White  America  needs  to  be  shocked  out  of  its  ten¬ 
dency  to  view  racism  as  a  minor  fault  that  can  be  ex¬ 
cused.  Why,  for  instance,  when  I  confront  them 
with  Boston's  racism,  do  white  people  react  as  if  it 
were  a  mere  discomfort?  As  if,  like  littered  streets, 
the  hostility  I  feel  is  but  a  fact  of  life  in  the  city, 
something  that  must  be  tolerated?  Such  an  attitude 
reeks  of  the  same  smug  paternalism  that  gay  people 
have  rejected  in  liberal  straights. 

When  reviewing  a  social  phenomenon,  it  is  essen¬ 
tial  to  examine  the  lives  of  real  people.  Individuals 
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New  Right  Supplement 


The  New  Right  has  distinguished  itself  from 
previous  conservative  movements  not  only  by  a 
shift  of  ideology  but  also  by  the  adoption  of  new 
political  strategies.  New,  technological  campaign 
methods,  such  as  Richard  Viguerie's  notorious 
direct  mail  operation  and  carefully-designed  po¬ 
litical  action  committees  (PACs)  have  brought  un¬ 
precedented  power  to  ultra-conservative  ideo¬ 
logues. 

Planners  for  the  New  Right  have  learned  how  ef¬ 
fectively  to  exploit  popular  emotional  reaction  on 
issues  of  religion  and  morality  as  a  means  of  getting 
people  to  vote  against  their  own  economic  and  po¬ 
litical  interests.  An  important  legislative  tactic  has 
been  the  introduction  of  bills  and  even  constitution¬ 
al  amendments  defining  such  ideas  as  the  family, 
the  beginning  moment  of  human  life,  and  the  role 


of  prayer.  Legislation  such  as  the  Family  Protection 
Act,  the  Human  Life  Amendment,  and  the  Criminal 
Code  Reform  Act  seeks  to  impose  absolute  moral 
and  religious  values  upon  people  ostensibly  pro¬ 
tected  from  such  governmental  prescriptions. 

The  following  three  articles  outline  some  of  the 
strategies  and  tactics  of  the  New  Right.  Larry 
Goldsmith  describes  the  evolution  of  the  political 
action  committee  as  an  important  tool  for  financing 
the  ultra-conservative  agenda.  Cindy  Rizzo  takes  a 
look  at  the  Family  Protection  Act,  an  attempt  to 
legislate  a  mythological  version  of  the  traditional 
heterosexual  nuclear  family.  Scott  Brookie  ex¬ 
amines  S.  1630,  a  legacy  of  the  Nixon/Mitchell 
years  aimed  at  comprehensively  revising  the 
federal  criminal  code  into  an  even  more  repressive 
form. 


Senate  Bill  1

he  connection  between 
the  ideology  of  the  Right 
-  what  it  says  it  stands 
for,  and  its  program 
(what  it  really  wants  to 
do)  -  is  rarely  made  as 
explicit  as  it  is  in  Senate 
Bill  1630. 

S.  1630,  also  known  as 
the  Criminal  Code  Re¬ 
form  Act,  is  the  great- 
grandson  of  the  Nixon 
administration's  infamous  S.l.  Sponsored  by  Sen¬ 
ators  Thurmond,  Hatch  and  Laxalt  —  a  who's  who  of 
ultraconservatism -and  some  misguided  liberals 
including  Edward  Kennedy,  the  bill's  ostensible 
purpose  is  to  unsnarl  the  hopelessly  tangled  set  of 
overlapping,  contradictory  and  outdated  federal 
laws.  Many  federal  laws  do  beg  for  revision,  such  as 
those  against  interfering  with  a  government  carrier 
pigeon,  or  seducing  a  female  passenger  on  a  steam¬ 
ship. 

More  importantly,  however,  the  bill  attempts,  in 
one  sweeping  move,  to  define  criminal  behavior 
from  a  very  conservative  perspective.  It  is  a 
425-page  comprehensive  shopping  list  of  repressive 
laws  that  makes  it  much  easier  for  people  on  the 
wrong  side  of  the  political  and  economic  fence  to 
get  into  prison,  and  much  harder  for  them  to  get 
out. 

Some  of  S.  1630's  provisions  include  the  follow¬ 
ing: 

•  Obscenity.  Gets  anyone  who  "disseminates  ob¬ 
scene  material  to  any  person"  whether  by  selling  it 
or  just  giving  it  away.  Casts  into  the  stone  the  test 
"material  that  .  .  .  would  be  found  by  an  average 
person,  applying  contemporary  community  stan¬ 
dards,  to  appeal  to  prurient  interests.  Also  includes 
the  test  "appeals  to  the  prurient  interest  of  a  sex¬ 
ually  deviant  class  of  persons";  that  class  is  not  de¬ 
fined. 

•  Unlawful  Discrimination.  Doesn't  even  mention 
discrimination  on  the  basis  of  sex. 

•  Sexual  Abuse  of  a  Minor.  Gets  anyone  who  "en¬ 
gages  in  a  sexual  act  with  a  person  who  is  not  his 
spouse,  who  in  fact  is  less  than  sixteen  years  old." 
Teenage  couples,  boy  lovers,  and  others  into  inter- 
generational  sex  beware. 

•  Engaging  in  a  Riot,  Obstructing  Government  Func¬ 
tion  by  Physical  Interference,  Obstructing  a  Proceeding 
by  Disorderly  Conduct.  In  the  latter  offense,  "dis¬ 
orderly  conduct"  includes  "noise  that  is  unreason¬ 
able,"  and  "violent  or  tumultuous  behavior." 

•  Draft  Provisions.  Draft  evaders  get  three  years  and 
$250,000  fine,  draft  counsellors  get  six  years  and  a 
$250,000  fine. 

•  Anti-Nuke  Activities.  Any  property  damage  at  a 
facility  "involved  in  the  production,  storage,  or  dis¬ 
tribution  of  electricity,  fuel  or  another  form  or 
source  of  energy"  can  get  you  five  years. 

•  Freedom  of  the  Press,  Government  Whistle-Blowers. 
New  protections  for  "National  Defense"  and  "Clas¬ 


sified  Information.”  Reporters  protecting  their 
sources  may  be  found  to  "Hinder  Law  Enforce¬ 
ment."  Creates  an  offense  of  "revealing  private  in¬ 
formation  submitted  for  a  government  purpose.” 

•  Attempt,  Conspiracy,  Solicitation.  Broad  and 
frightening.  Talking  about,  planning  or  encourag¬ 
ing  someone  to  attend  a  demonstration  that 
obstructs  government  functions,  for  example,  can 
get  you  the  same  punishment  as  actually  commit¬ 
ting  the  act. 

•  Preventive  Detention.  Gives  judges  broad  new  dis¬ 
cretion  to  deny  bail  and  to  jail  persons  accused  of  a 
crime  prior  to  their  trial.  So  much  for  innocent  until 
proven  guilty. 

•  Pot.  Possession  of  marijuana:  1  year  and  $25,000 
fine.  Sale  of  marijuana:  a  felony,  three  years  and  a 
$250,000  fine. 

•  Sentencing.  Parole.  Reduces  judicial  discretion  in 
sentencing.  Sentences  would  be  of  fixed  length. 
Eliminates  parole  and  drastically  reduces  "good 
time"  early  release.  High  maximum  sentences  for 
most  felonies.  Under  these  provisions,  the  federal 
prison  population  would  increase  63  to  93%,  ac¬ 
cording  to  a  1978  estimate  by  the  House  Criminal 
Justice  Subcommittee.  Virtually  any  sentence  that 
the  government  thinks  is  too  light  can  be  appealed. 

Since  the  proposed  bill  would  become  federal 
law,  it  would  be  applicable  only  in  areas  where  the 
federal  government  had  jurisdiction,  such  as  na¬ 
tional  parks  and  seashores,  military  bases,  federal 
buildings  and  Indian  reservations,  as  well  as  in  in¬ 
cidents  involving  federal  concerns  like  the  draft, 
the  mails,  crossing  state  lines,  and  the  like.  It  is 
quite  likely,  however,  that  individual  states  would 
be  prompted  to  revise  their  own  criminal  laws,  us¬ 
ing  the  federal  code  as  a  model. 

Of  particular  interest  to  lesbians  and  gay  men  is  a 
section  about  "violating  state  or  local  laws  in  an 
enclave."  "Enclave"  in  this  case  means  federal  pro¬ 
perty;  that  is,  if  you  are  giving  head  to  your  friend  in 
the  privacy  of  your  tent  in  a  national  park  in  one  of 
the  many  states  where  such  acts  are  still  illegal, 
you're  committing  a  federal  crime. 

This  provision  is  actually  nothing  new,  in  fact,  it 
is  presently  in  force  under  a  law  called  the  As¬ 
similative  Powers  Act  of  1948.  It  is  noteworthy, 
though,  that  in  the  Report  accompanying  the  1979 
version  of  the  bill,  the  senators  stated  that,  "Con¬ 
sensual  sexual  activity  among  competent  adults  .  .  . 
is  not  meant  to  be  Federally  prosecutable."  After 
considerable  pressure  from  Moral  Majority  lob¬ 
byists  in  1981,  that  statement  was  removed  from 
the  current  Report. 

Also  nearly  removed  thanks  to  the  Moral 
Majority  was  a  provision  under  which  husbands 
could  be  prosecuted  for  raping  their  wives.  (As  Sen. 
Denton  said  at  the  time,  "Goddamnit,  when  you  get 
married,  you  expect  to  have  a  little  sex.") 

In  other  words,  our  national  legislators  brought  a 
piece  of  sex-related  legislation  out  of  the  Dark  Ages, 
reconsidered,  and  dragged  it  back  again.  Gay  men 
and  lesbians  can  still  be  considered  criminals  by  the 
Federal  government;  wife-beating  men  were 
almost  exempted  — the  vote  was  close. 

*  *  * 

Senate  Bill  1630,  in  its  original  form  as  S.l,  was  a 
crackdown  in  response  to  uprisings  in  Black  and 
Latino  communities  ravaged  by  racism  and  the  ef¬ 
fects  of  the  Vietnam  war  in  the  '60s  and  early  '70s, 
and  to  anti-war  and  political  activism  generally 
its  subsequent  three  incarnations,  the  so-called 


reform  act  has  shifted  somewhat  with  the  political 
winds.  "S.1437  was  about  the  same,  maybe  a  little 
better  than  S.l,"  commented  Lorraine  Petti  of  the 
National  Committee  Against  Repressive  Legislation 
(NCARL).  "Then,  S.  1722  was  somewhat  of  an  im¬ 
provement  over  1437."  But,  Petti  acknowledges,  S. 
1630  is  as  bad  as,  perhaps  a  little  worse  than,  its 
Nixon-era  progenitor.  Part  of  the  reason  is  that  the 
original  bill  was  drafted  in  1973,  before  the  real 
ascent  to  power  of  the  New  Right.  Recently, 
however,  the  bill  has  become  a  focus  for  groups  like 
the  Moral  Majority,  who  are  working -with  some 
success -to  integrate  their  own  program  into  it. 

In  addition  to  being  a  reaction  to  past  events,  the 
bill  is  also  a  piece  of  long-range  social  planning. 
Economic  depression  historically  goes  hand  in  hand 
with  unemployment,  greater  social  dissent  and  in¬ 
tensified  political  activism.  Unemployment  is  pres¬ 
ently  at  its  highest  since  the  Great  Depression.  The 
level  of  political  dissidence  during  the  Depression 
was  almost  unprecedented,  and  the  Criminal  Code 
Reform  Act  paves  the  way  for  the  government  to 
silence  and  control  the  disenchanted  and  disen¬ 
franchised  this  time  around.  WIN  magazine  has 
dubbed  S.  1630  "the  first  flush  of  fascism." 

*  *  * 

S.  1630  died  quietly  in  the  Senate  late  this  spring, 
the  victim  of  political  in-fighting  and  election  year 
jitters.  (The  bill's  conservative  backers  had  prom¬ 
ised  that,  once  the  bill  got  to  the  Senate  floor,  they 
would  introduce  amendments  in  such  areas  as  the 
death  penalty,  gun  control  and  abortion.  Few  Con- 
gresspeople  are  willing  to  take  up  such  topics  in  an 
election  year;  the  bill  never  made  it  to  a  full  Senate 
debate.) 

But  virtually  everyone  agrees  that  the  Criminal 
Code  Reform  Act  will  be  reintroduced  in  the  next 
session.  (The  verdict  in  the  Hinckley  case  has  raised 
speculation  that  it  could  be  revived  during  the  cur¬ 
rent  session.)  According  to  Lorraine  Petti  of 
NCARL,  the  bill's  backers  may  well  try  to  push  it 
quickly  through  next  session,  saying  that  hearings 
have  already  been  held. 

The  Moral  Majority  insists,  remarkably  enough, 
that  S.  1630  is  soft  on  crime.  Strom  Thurmond  has 
introduced  a  bill -the  Violent  Crime  and  Drug  En¬ 
forcement  Improvement  Act,  S.  2572 -which 
includes  some  of  the  worst  features  of  S.  1630,  par¬ 
ticularly  in  the  areas  of  sentencing,  parole  and  good 
behavior  reduction  and  preventive  detention;  the 
bill  is  doing  well  in  the  current  session. 

S.  1630  and  its  sidekicks  represent  a  major  leg¬ 
islative  offensive  by  the  Right,  but  the  offensive  is 
not  without  opposition.  Monitoring  organizations 
like  NCARL,  and  such  groups  as  the  ACLU  con¬ 
tinue  to  call  for  a  step-by-step  approach  to  criminal 
code  reform,  as  opposed  to  1630's  sweeping 
omnibus  approach. 

The  bill's  length  and  complexity  work  tojts  ad¬ 
vantage:  the  fewer  people  there  are  that  understand 
it,  the  fewer  people  there  will  be  who  object.  Aides 
to  Sen.  Kennedy,  nonetheless,  have  clearly  re¬ 
ceived  so  much  flak  about  Kennedy's  sponsorship 
of  the  bill  that  the  topic  makes  them  uncomfortable: 
they  fidget  and  change  the  subject.  The  Seymour 
Society,  an  organization  of  Black  Christians  at  Har¬ 
vard  University,  staged  a  protest  which  rallied  200 
people  against  the  bill  and  Kennedy's  co-sponsor¬ 
ship  in  February.  "We  were  delighted  when  we 
heard  about  the  rally,"  commented  Lorraine  Petti. 
"It's  one  of  the  only  ones  there's  ever  been." 

Harvard  Law  Professor  Vem  Countryman  has 
written  an  open  letter  to  the  Senate -signed  by  a 
number  of  Harvard  professors  -  denouncing  the  bill 
as  "designed  to  stifle  individual  freedom."  The  letter 
concludes,  "|T)he  year  1984  would  be  an  ap¬ 
propriate  time  for  enactment  of  S.  1630,  if  citizens 
of  the  United  States  are  to  be  governed  by  it.  We  do 
not  believe  they  should  be.”

onsider  the  following 
headlines:  "Federal 
Funds  Cut  to  Individ¬ 
uals  and  Groups  Advo¬ 
cating,  Promoting,  or 
Suggesting  Homosex¬ 
uality  As  A  Lifestyle;" 
"Permanent  Ban  On  Use 
of  Legal  Service  Funds 
for  Cases  Seeking  to  Ad¬ 
judicate  the  Issue  of 
Homosexual  Rights;" 
"Federal  Funds  For  Education  Restricted  to  Pro¬ 
grams  that  Contribute  to  the  American  Way  of  Life 
As  It  Has  Been  Historically  Understood;"  "U.S.  Gov¬ 
ernment  Abdicates  Its  Role  in  Programs  Dealing 
with  Spouse  Abuse." 

Imagine  a  future  where  such  horrors  become  ac¬ 
tual  law.  Well,  if  certain  members  of  Congress  have 
their  way,  that  possibility  will  turn  into  reality  in 
the  next  few  years. 

In  1981,  the  new  ultra-conservative  forces  in  both 
the  U.S.  House  and  Senate  introduced  a  lengthy  bill 
known  as  the  "Family  Protection  Act"  (FPA).  The 
FPA  is  a  multi-faceted  attempt  to  railroad  into  law 
the  entire  social  agenda  of  the  New  Right.  Its  ten¬ 
tacles  reach  out  to  strangle  every  progressive  force 
that  has  made  gains  in  the  last  twenty  years. 

A  quick  run  through  some  of  the  most  hateful  and 
harmful  of  the  provisions  of  the  FPA  will  convince 
any  free-thinking  individual  of  its  dangerous  im¬ 
pact  if  passed,  and  will  hopefully  spur  many  to 
begin  to  work  against  it. 

The  FPA  on  Lesbians  and  Gay  Men 

Lesbians  and  gay  men  are  singled  out  for  discrim¬ 
inatory  treatment  in  many  sections  of  the  FPA.  The 
most  sweeping  provision  prohibits  the  use  of 
federal  funds  for  individuals  or  groups  which  ad¬ 
vocate,  promote,  or  suggest  "homosexuality,  male 
or  female,  as  a  lifestyle."  This  would  easily  elimi-' 
nate  grants  now  received  by  gay  community  cen¬ 
ters  or  health  agencies.  Researchers  studying  gay 
and  lesbian  issues  from  a  modern-day  perspective 
would  no  longer  be  able  to  apply  for  grants.  One 
also  wonders,  and  some  are  doing  legal  analysis  on 
the  question,  whether  this  section  would  affect  the 
tax-exempt  status  of  gay  organizations  or  even  the 
social  security,  disability,  welfare,  and  veterans 
benefits  of  the  country's  lesbian  and  gay  popula¬ 
tion. 

The  ban  on  Legal  Services  funding  to  prevent  it 
from  taking  cases  on  behalf  of  indigent  clients 
"which  seek  to  adjudicate  the  issue  of  homosexual 
rights”  is  now  in  effect  in  the  form  of  the  Mac¬ 
Donald  Amendment  to  the  appropriations  bill  for 
the  Legal  Services  Corporation.  In  the  last  few 
years,  that  amendment,  when  passed,  has  been  in 
effect  for  only  the  fiscal  year  in  which  the  funds 
were  allocated.  The  FPA  seeks  to  make  this  ban  a 
permanent  one.  We,  therefore,  would  not  be  able  to 
fight  each  year  to  defeat  this  measure  and  would  be 
saddled  with  it  until  it  was  repealed  and  replaced 
with  more  favorable  legislation. 

In  its  quest  to  "preserve  the  integrity  of  the 
American  family,"  the  FPA  includes  a  number  of  tax 
breaks  limited  only  to  married  couples  filing  joint 
returns,  thereby  reinforcing  more  deeply  the 
already  disadvantaged  legal  status  of  lesbian  and 
gay  couples.  For  instance,  the  FPA  would  seek  to  in¬ 
crease  the  dependency  exemption  parents  can  take 
for  each  child  living  with  them  from  $1000  to 
$3000,  but  would  restrict  this  tax  break  to  married 
couples  filing  jointly.  Not  only  will  this  adversely 
affect  every  lesbian  mother  and  gay  father,  it  will 
maintain  the  financial  instability  of  single-parent 
households,  the  majority  of  which  are  headed  by 
women. 

The  FPA  On  Women 

It  is  no  wonder  that  Ronald  Reagan's  poll  ratings 
among  women  have  decreased  sharply  in  recent 
months  in  light  of  the  fact  that  his  policies  are  clear¬ 
ly  militaristic,  and  his  colleagues  in  Congress  are  in¬ 


troducing  and  promoting  legislation  designed  to  put 
women  back  into  the  1950s. 

The  FPA  seeks  to  prohibit  federal  funds  from  pay¬ 
ing  for  any  educational  materials  that  "do  not  reflect 
a  balance  between  the  status  role  of  men  and 
women,  do  not  reflect  different  ways  in  which  men 
and  women  live,  and  do  not  contribute  to  the 
American  way  of  life  as  it  has  been  historically  un¬ 
derstood."  Under  the  surface  of  this  mishmash  of 
rhetoric  is  a  direct  attempt  to  return  classroom  texts 
to  a  traditional  "see  Dick  run,  see  Jane  cook"  men¬ 
tality.  Any  hopes  we  can  pin  on  a  future  generation 
of  anti-sexist  girls  and  boys  are  dashed. 

States  are  given  the  right  to  prohibit  the  "inter¬ 
mingling  of  sexes  in  any  sports  or  other  school- 
related  activities."  —  Another  attempt  to  program 
the  attitudes  of  the  coming  generation  and  limit  the 
educational  opportunities  of  young  women.  The 
FPA  also  devotes  pages  and  pages  to  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  a  tax  deductible  educational  savings  ac¬ 
count  for  the  payment  of  children's  school  ex¬ 
penses.  This  laudable  goal,  however,  has  serious 
flaws.  It  not  only  paves  the  way  for  the  promotion 
of  private  education  at  the  expense  of  public  educa¬ 
tion  (thereby  keeping  white  and  upper  middle  class 
kids  out  of  inner-city  schools),  it  also  provides  for 
only  one  account  per  family.  Now,  given  an  Ameri¬ 
can  family  with  one  boy  and  one  girl  and  funds 
available  to  be  expended  on  behalf  of  only  one 
child,  who  usually  gets  the  short  end  of  the  deal? 
Again,  missed  opportunities  for  young  women 
courtesy  of  the  FPA. 

Of  course,  the  New  Right  saw  fit  to  include  the 
now  usual  ban  on  federal  funds  for  abortion  and 
contraception.  Also  restricted  is  the  US  govern¬ 
ments  role  in  preventing  spouse  abuse.  Finally,  the 
FPA  prevents  the  Legal  Services  Corporation  from 
funding  any  litigation  in  the  area  of  abortion  rights 
and  ends  all  indigent  representation  in  the  area  of 
divorce. 

The  FPA  on  Children's  Rights 

Most  of  this  proposed  legislation  is  aimed  at  in¬ 
stituting  a  kind  of  martial  law  of  control  over 
children.  Minors  seeking  abortions  or  contra¬ 
ceptives  must  get  prior  parental  consent.  The  Fed¬ 
eral  government  would  bow  to  the  states  in  the  area 
of  juvenile  delinquency  and  child  abuse.  (This 
whole  concept  of  "states'  rights"  permits  unequal 
treatment  under  the  law  for  any  class  of  persons, 
depending  on  where  they  happen  to  reside.  It  was 
often  put  up  in  the  1960s  as  a  smoke  screen  for 
those  who  opposed  civil  rights  under  the  law  for 
blacks.) 

The  FPA  allows  parents  to  practically  march  into 
the  nation's  classrooms  and  dictate  their  whims  and 
prejudices  to  educators.  For  instance,  parents  may 
freely  establish  courses  relating  to  religion,  they 
can  visit  schools  and  inspect  childrens'  records  at 
any  time,  and  they  have  the  power  to  review  text¬ 
books. 

The  FPA  does  not  just  spread  its  brand  of  hatred 
in  these  three  areas.  It  goes  on  to  prevent  Legal  Ser¬ 
vices  from  taking  cases  relating  to  desegregation,  it 
breaks  teachers'  unions  by  permitting  the  employ¬ 
ment  of  non-union  personnel  and  exempting 
schools  from  coverage  under  the  National  Labor 
Relations  Act,  and  it  obliterates  the  notion  of  sep¬ 
aration  of  church  and  state  by  permitting  prayer  in 
public  buildings  and  relaxing  civil  rights  regula¬ 
tions  for  religious  schools. 

We  are  fortunate  that  some  folks  have  begun  to 
fight  this  bill.  We  are  also  fortunate  that  the  people 
who  drafted  the  FPA  lumped  so  many  of  us  together 
so  that  the  battle  to  be  fought  will  easily  lend  itself 
to  coalition  efforts.  One  of  the  unfortunate  prob¬ 
lems  is  the  fact  that  the  New  Right  has  embarked  on 
a  plan  to  introduce  the  FPA  piecemeal.  This  way, 
the  least  controversial  sections  have  a  good  chance 
of  passing.  This  tactic  should  be  of  particular  con¬ 
cern  to  lesbians  and  gay  men,  who  have  not  yet 
built  formidable  Congressional  support.  Luckily, 
the  Gay  Rights  National  Lobby  is  keyed  in  to  the 
present  legislative  course  of  the  FPA  and  will  wam 
us  if  any  of  its  provisions  are  going  to  be  introduced 
on  their  own. 

One  final  warning.  Sections  of  the  FPA  tend  to 
creep  into  state  legislatures,  where  local  prejudices 
may  enable  easy  passage.  Keep  an  eye  on  your  local 
representatives. 

The  good  work  against  the  FPA  has  already

t  is  one  of  the  ironies  of 
American  electoral  pol¬ 
itics  that  the  liberal 
reforms  instituted  by  a 
conscience-stricken 
Congress  in  response  to 
the  Watergate  scandal 
were  perhaps  the  great¬ 
est  boon  to  an  emergent 
political  force  now 
known  as  the  New 
Right.  Legislative 

of  money  donated  to  any 
single  candidate  or  political  committee  have  shifted 
the  emphasis  of  campaign  fundraising  from  the 
simple  solicitation  of  a  few  wealthy  individuals  to 
the  selective  solicitation  of  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  small  contributions  from  donors  whose  political 
sympathies  and  discretionary  income  are  known  in 
advance.  Leaders  of  the  New  Right  gained  an  im¬ 
portant  tactical  advantage  over  their  opponents  by 
recognizing  these  changes  early  and  quickly  apply¬ 
ing  their  best  efforts  toward  developing  new,  tech¬ 
nological  campaign  strategies. 

Federal  law  requires  that  any  group  of  people 
who  get  together  and  spend  over  $1,000  to  influ¬ 
ence  a  federal  election  must  register  as  a  political 
committee  with  the  Federal  Election  Commission 
(FEC)  and  an  appropriate  state  filing  office.  Political 
committees  fall  into  six  categories:  principal,  auth¬ 
orized,  and  unauthorized  campaign  committees,  all 
of  which  work  for  (or  sometimes,  in  the  latter  case, 
against)  a  single  candidate;  committees  working  on 
behalf  of  a  political  party;  "separate  segregated 
funds"  organized  by  corporations  or  labor  groups; 
and  committees  which  support  or  oppose  more 
than  one  federal  candidate  but  are  neither  separate 
segregated  funds  nor  party  committees. 

In  the  vernacular  of  electoral  politics,  both  of  the 
latter  two  categories  have  come  to  be  called  “pol¬ 
itical  action  committees,"  or  "PACs."  The  phen¬ 
omenal  growth  of  PACs  as  a  new  institution  in 
American  politics  is  perhaps  best  illustrated  with  a 
few  figures  from  the  ledgers  of  the  FEC,  collected 
by  Morton  Mintz  of  the  Washington  Post,  and 
discussed  in  the  May  8,  1981  issue  of  Commonweal. 
In  1979  and  1980,  the  leading  100  PACs  raised  $75 
million  for  use  in  federal  election  campaigns.  $10 
million  of  that  sum  went  into  intensive  campaign¬ 
ing  for  Congressional  races  in  the  three  weeks  im¬ 
mediately  preceding  the  November  1980  election. 
The  top  three  PACs,  all  New  Right  organizations, 
raised  $18  million  and  spent  $16.8  million. 

The  Federal  Election  Campaign  Act  of  1971  and 
amendments  in  1974  forbade  corporate  campaign 
contributions  and  limited  personal  contributions  to 
$1,000  per  candidate  per  election.  The  Act  also 
limited  the  amount  of  money  a  PAC  could  give  to  a 
candidate.  The  Supreme  Court,  however,  ruled  in 
1976  that  to  place  financial  restrictions  on  a  PAC 
operating  independently  of  any  individual  candi¬ 
date  would  violate  the  constitutional  right  to  free 
expression.  The  ruling  ultimately  meant  that  al¬ 
though  a  PAC  could  directly  contribute  only  $5,000 
to  any  candidate's  campaign,  it  could  spend  an 
unlimited  sum  on  its  own  campaign  for  or  against

The  New  Right  is  on  the  offensive;  the  tides  of 
change  are  moving  us  rapidly  backwards  in  time. 
They  have  taken  the  paranoia  of  thirty  years  ago, 
and  recycled  it  into  a  high-tech,  seemingly  sophisti¬ 
cated  ideology  of  hate:  their  primary  weapons  are 
lies  and  distortions  -  about  lesbians  and  gay  men, 
women,  racial,  ethnic,  and  religious  "minorities," 
about  poor  people,  about  anyone  they  see  as  threat¬ 
ening.  Many  people  hear  the  New  Right's  lies  and 
don't  know  any  better  -  the  packaging  of  the  mes¬ 
sage  creates  a  credibility.  A  primary  focus  of  our  ef¬ 
forts  to  fight  the  Right  must  be  to  expose  their  lies 
and  shoe  their  "new  message"  for  what  it  is  -  a  scam 
to  gai/i  power  by  dividing  and  setting  the  rest  of  us 
against-each  other. 

There  are  many  things  you  can  do  to  fight  the 
New  Right.  There  are  projects  that  you  can  do  as  an 
individual,  and  projects  that  you  can  do  as  a 
member  of  a  group.  There  are  things  you  can  do  as 
an  openly  gay  man  or  lesbian,  as  a  non-openly  gay 
person,  or  as  a  supportive  straight  person.  You  can 
make  a  small  time  commitment,  or  you  can  spend 
full-time;  the  important  thing  is  to  get  involved  with 
a  project  which  fits  you. 

The  purpose  of  this  article  is  to  suggest  some 
kinds  of  things  you  might  do  to  fight  the  New  Right, 
as  well  as  to  give  you  some  references,  contacts, 
and  other  practical  pieces  of  information  that  will 
help  you  get  started. 

The  ideas  presented  here  are  by  no  means  exhaus¬ 
tive.  Be  creative!  And  as  you  come  up  with  other 
ideas,  share  them  by  sending  them  to  GCN. 

There  are  a  variety  of  groups  that  are  already 
working  to  monitor,  expose,  and  otherwise  fight  the 
New  Right.  Some  of  these  groups  are  listed  below, 
and  they  can  put  you  in  touch  with  other  groups. 


Educate  Others 

Education  can  be  done  in  a  variety  of  ways,  and 
on  a  variety  of  levels  -  from  coming  out  to  friends, 
to  more  formal  teaching  and  public  speaking. 

One  of  the  most  effective  ways  of  countering  the 
propaganda  of  the  New  Right  is  to  come  •  out 
wherever  and  whenever  possible  — *to  family,  at 
work,  in  groups,  etc.  People  who  find  out  that  a 
well-liked  relative,  friend,  or  co-worker  is  lesbian 
or  gay,  are  not  so  apt  to  believe  the  lies  and  distor¬ 
tions  which  the  New  Right  is  perpetrating  about  us. 
And,  if  these  people  see  that  the  New  Right's 
message  about  us  is  not  factual,  they  then  are  not  so 
likely  to  believe  the  New  Right's  lies  and  distortions 
about  other  grou 

Even  if  you  cannot  come  out,  you  can  still  educate 
others  about  the  New  Right  by  putting  "fight  the 
right"  issues  on  the  agenda  of  any  group  -  church, 
school,  neighborhood,  professional,  labor,  civic, 
etc.  -  to  which  you  belong.  Organize  a  group  dis¬ 
cussion  of  the  New  Right  (you  can  provide  litera¬ 
ture  which  you  have  received  from  your  mailing  list 
work  or  from  one  of  the  anti-New  Right  groups),  or 
sponsor  a  speaker  (from  your  local  gay/lesbian 
speakers  bureau,  NGTF,  GRNL,  NOW,  or  ACLU 
affiliate,  etc.),  or  perhaps  propose  anti-New  Right 
resolutions.  If  you  don't  feel  comfortable  raising 
specifically  gay/lesbian  issues,  there  are  plenty  of 
related  issues  addressed  by  the  New  Right  (abor¬ 
tion,  sex  education,  ERA,  anti-semitism,  racism, 
etc.)  that  you  can  raise. 

Writing  letters  and  making  phone  calls  in 
response  to  the  media's  unfair  or  negative  coverage 
of  lesbian/gay  issues  can  be  effective  as  an  educa¬ 
tional  technique.  Responding  to  favorable  coverage 
is  a  way  to  support  and  encourage  media  people 
who  are  working  to  give  us  fair  and  accurate  cover¬ 
age. 

If  your  community  has  a  gay/lesbian  speakers 
bureau,  you  can  send  them  a  financial  contribution 
and/or  volunteer  your  services.  Speakers  usually 
lead  discussions  at  churches,  high  school  and  col¬ 
lege  classes,  service  organizations,  etc.,  and  fre¬ 
quently  provide  straight  audience  members  their

Other  gay/lesbian  organizations  (such  as  gay 
radio  shows,  newspapers,  publishing  houses,  film¬ 
makers)  are  creating  excellent  educational 
material,  and  can  provide  many  opportunities  for 
you  to  work  with  them.

GRNL  is  a  lobbying  group  which  works  specifi¬ 
cally  for  gay/lesbian  civil  rights  legislation,  and 
against  anti-gay  bills  and  amendments.  GRNL  has  a 
network  of  over  200  field  associates  who  organize 
and  coordinate  grassroots  lobbying  activities  in 
local  areas  (more  field  associates  are  needed;  if  you 
would  like  to  volunteer,  write  for  an  application). 
The  GRNL  national  speakers  bureau  provides  in¬ 
dividuals  who  can  make  presentations  on  the  New 
Right. 

GRNL  was  instrumental  in  the  creation  of  the

Founded  in  1973,  NGTF  is  the  largest  civil  rights 
organization  specifically  geared  toward  lesbian  and 
gay  civil  rights.  It  functions  in  three  major  areas: 
civil  rights  advocacy,  public  education,  and  na¬ 
tional  community  organizing. 

In  the  past,  NGTF  helped  persuade  the  American 
Psychiatric  Association  to  remove  the  "sickness" 
label  from  gays;  worked  to  improve  the  image  of 
gay  men  and  lesbians  portrayed  on  television;  and 
worked  with  a  number  of  other  organizations  for 
specific  gay  civil  rights  legislation  on  the  local, 
state,  and  national  level.  NGTF  arranged  a  White 
House  meeting  between  lesbians  and  gay  men  and 
Carter  aide  Midge  Costanza,  which  infuriated  New 
Right  leaders. 

Recently,  NGTF  has  turned  a  major  portion  of  its 
efforts  to  its  "Campaign  Against  the  Radical  Right."

PAW  was  founded  in  1980  (by  TV  writer  and  pro¬ 
ducer  Norman  Lear,  former  congresswoman  Bar¬ 
bara  Jordan,  and  others)  out  of  a  concern  that  New 
Right  groups  were  using  religion  and  religious  sym¬ 
bols  for  political  purposes. 

PAW  does  not  engage  in  political  or  lobbying  ac¬ 
tivity,  but  focuses  its  efforts  on  the  media,  to  help 
create  a  positive  climate  of  tolerance  and  respect  for 
diverse  peoples,  religions,  and  values.  The  na¬ 
tionally  aired  "I  Love  Liberty"  TV  show  included 
gay  people  and  gay/lesbian  civil  rights  issues. 

PAW's  Media  Fairness  Project  monitors  TV  evan¬ 
gelists  and,  where  appropriate,  pushes  for  equal 
time  under  the  fairness  doctrine.

Founded  in  1970  (as  a  non-profit  organization), 
CFR  technically  predates  the  New  Right.  Its  pri¬ 
mary  niche  within  the  New  Right  is  as  publisher 
and  distributor  of  tabloids,  tracts,  cassette  tapes, 
and  other  literature  on  sex  education,  pornography, 
humanism,  homosexuality,  abortion,  rock  music, 
and  the  occult.  CFR  is  a  very  small  operation,  but  it 
is  influential  because  its  written  mis-information 
about  homosexuality  is  widely  quoted  as  fact  in  the 
literature  of  other,  more  prominent  New  Right 
groups.  ''The  Days  it  Rained  Fire,"  a  flier,  blames 
homosexuals  for  everything  from  child  seduction, 
murder)  venereal  disease,  and  marriage  breakups 
to  high  taxes  ("In  addition  to  the  [public  tax]  costs 
for  VD,  hospital  treatment  for  suicide  failures  and 
sado-masochistic  victims,  many  homosexuals  draw 
direct  welfare  payments  of  tax  money  -  usually 
$259  a  month  —  because  the  homosexuals  insist 
they  are  suicidal  and  unemployable.")

CV  is  a  multi-issue  lobbying  group  and  political 
action  committee.  It  was  founded  in  1978  by 
members  of  American  Christian  Cause  -  including 
Rev.  Richard  Zone  —  as  a  direct  result  of  his  in¬ 
volvement  with  Proposition  6  (the  anti-gay  Briggs 
referendum  in  California).  Gays  and  Lesbians  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  a  primary  target  for  CV,  which  recently 
conducted  a  vigorous  campaign  against  decriminal¬ 
izing  sodomy  in  Washington,  D.C. 

CV  compiles  and  circulates  a  "congressional  re-

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any  candidate,  so  long  as  it  did  not  "consult,  coor¬ 
dinate,  or  cooperate"  with  the  candidate  or  her  or 
his  campaign.  As  a  result  of  the  decision,  so-called 
"independent"  PACs  representing  right-wing  causes 
proliferated  throughout  the  country,  providing  con¬ 
venient  funnels  into  which  conservative  voters 
began  to  pour  millions  of  dollars. 

Corporations  and  labor  organizations,  while  pro¬ 
hibited  from  making  direct  contributions  to  can¬ 
didates  for  federal  office,  may  organize  PACs  under 
certain  restrictions,  using  what  the  FEC  calls  a 
"separate  segregated  fund."  Such  organizations  may 
solicit  their  employees  or  members  for  contribu¬ 
tions  to  PACs,  provided  that  no  coercive  tactics  are 
used,  and  they  may  provide  money  to  PACs  to  be 
used  for  organizational  or  administrative  purposes 
only.  Contributions  from  a  corporation  to  a  PAC 
general  fund,  whether  direct  or  through  creative 
bookkeeping,  are  prohibited. 

In  the  1979-80  campaign  season,  the  National 
Conservative  Political  Action  Committee  (NCPAC 
-  usually  pronounced  "nikpak")  raised  and  spent 
more  than  $7  million  supporting  and  opposing  se¬ 
lected  candidates,  earning  it  the  distinction  of  being 
the  biggest  spender  in  that  election.  In  second  place 
came  the  Congressional  Club,  which  had  its  origins 
as  a  fundraising  organization  for  the  notorious 
right-wing  leader  Sen.  Jesse  Helms  (R-N.C.),  with 
$6.6  million  in  outlays.  Third  in  line  was  the  Fund 
for  a  Conservative  Majority,  with  expenditures  of 
$3  million.  Other  New  Right  PACs  include  the 
Moral  Majority  PAC,  the  National  Pro-Life  PAC, 
the  Coors  Employees  PAC,  the  Right  to  Keep  and 
Bear  Arms  Political  Victory  Fund,  and  the  Value  of 
Life  Committee.  All  told,  right-wing  PACs  received 
32  percent  of  campaign  donations  and  spent  30  per¬ 
cent  of  the  money  used  in  the  1980  elections,  with 
alarming  success. 

To  counter  the  advances  of  the  New  Right,  lib¬ 


erals  have  taken  on  the  PAC  strategy  as  their  own, 
forming  an  extensive  array  of  general  and  spec¬ 
ialized  PACs.  Committees  such  as  the  National 
Committee  for  an  Effective  Congress,  the  Fund  for 
a  Democratic  Majority,  Independent  Action,  the 
Committee  for  the  Future  of  America,  Democrats 
for  the  '80s,  and  the  Progressive  Political  Action 
Committee  (PROPAC)  are  all  working  to  elect  lib¬ 
eral  candidates  and  defend  liberal  incumbents  from 
the  well-orchestrated  attacks  of  the  New  Right 
PACs. 

Liberal  organizations  have  also  formed  a  number 
of  single  issue  PACs,  such  as  the  League  of  Conser¬ 
vation  Voters,  the  Friends  of  the  Earth,  and  PACs 
associated  with  the  National  Abortion  Rights  Ac¬ 
tion  League,  the  National  Women's  Political  Caucus 
and  the  National  Organiztion  for  Women. 

Lesbian  and  gay  organizations  have  jumped  on 
the  bandwagon,  too.  The  Washington-based  Gay 
Rights  National  Lobby  (GRNL)  has  formed  the 
Human  Rights  Campaign  Fund  (HRCF)  to  raise 
money  for  the  campaigns  of  Congressional  candi¬ 
dates  supporting  lesbian  and  gay  rights.  HRCF  has 
organized  steering  committees  in  a  dozen  major 
cities  to  draw  money  from  local  sources  into  a  cen¬ 
tral  fund.  And  the  Massachusetts  Gay  Political  Cau¬ 
cus  has  organized  the  Campaign  for  Social  Justice  to 
aid  candidates  for  state  office. 

Liberals  seem  to  have  awakened  to  the  campaign 
strategies  of  the  New  Right  and  begun  to  use  their 
methods  against  them.  But,  in  a  field  where  power 
is  measured  in  dollars,  the  six  most  successful  lib¬ 
eral  PACs  combined  fall  short  of  NCPAC  or  the 
Congressional  Club  alone. 

The  war  of  the  PACs  is  an  unabashed  war  of  dol¬ 
lars,  perhaps  most  ironically  recognized  by  NCPAC 
chair  Terry  Dolan,  who  once  said  of  his  com¬ 
petition:  "I  wish  them  luck.  I  hope  liberals  have 
enough  money  so  we  can  have  a  legitimate  discus¬ 
sion  on  the  issues.”

CWA  was  formed  in  1979,  and  claims  a  member¬ 
ship  of  over  100,000.  CWA  views  itself  as  "protect¬ 
ing  the  rights  of  the  family";  it  opposes  abortion,  sex 
education,  the  ERA,  and  gay  rights,  and  supports 
school  prayer. 

CWA  objected  to  the  1980  White  House  Confer¬ 
ence  on  Families,  which  their  June/July  1980  news¬ 
letter  claimed  "deteriorated  to  a  lopsided  over¬ 
balanced  number  of  delegates  strongly  influenced 
by  homosexuals,  feminists,  abortionists  and  leftist 
groups."

While  protecting  their  tax-exempt 
status  by  presenting  themselves  as  a  prayer  chain, 
they  urge  their  members  to  write  letters,  make 
phone  calls,  distribute  literature  (which  IFA  pro¬ 
vides),  and  take  other  action  on  specific  pieces  of 
pending  legislation.

1977  Newsletter  contains  an  article,  "Homosexuality 
goes  to  the  polls"  which  was  prepared  especially  for 
use  by  Florida  IFA'ers  before  Anita  Bryant's  Dade 
County  (Miami)  Florida  anti-gay  referendum.

MM  is  a  lobbying  group  which  advocates  "Moral 
and  Decent"  laws.  Founded  in  June  1979  by  Rev. 
Jerry  Falwell,  MM  has  become  so  widely  publicized 
that  the  names  "Moral  Majority"  and  "Jerry  Falwell" 
are  to  the  "New  Right"  what  "Frigidaire"  once  was 
for  "refrigerator."  It  is  a  spinoff  from  Falwell’s 
TV  program  "Old  Time  Gospel  Hour"  (broadcast  out 
of  Thomas  Road  Baptist  Church  in  Lynchburg,  VA), 
through  which  Falwell  has  for  years  been  sermon¬ 
izing  and  otherwise  exhorting  his  flock  to  political 
action  on  homosexuality  and  a  number  of  other 
matters  which  he  regarded  as  "moral"  issues.  The 
IRS  regarded  these  issues  as  "political,"  and 
threatened  to  take  away  OTGH's  tax-exempt  status 
if  Falwell  persisted  in  the  "political"  arena.  In  June 
1979,  Falwell  responded  by  forming  the  non-profit 
(but  not  tax-exempt)  MM, 

Falwellworked  with  AnitaBryant  in  Dade  County 
to  "fight  the  militant  homosexuals  who  were  trying 
to  force  their  degrading  lifestyle  on  innocent  chil¬ 
dren  there."  Falwell's  statement  that  "if  one 
generation  rejected  homosexuality  it  woulddie  out," 
is  reminiscent  of  Nazi  Germany’s  plan  to  eliminate 
all  lesbians  and  gay  men.  Like  many  other  New 
Right  leaders,  Falwell  believes  "the  U  S  will  be 
destroyed  [by  God]  if  we  permit  homosexuality  as 
an  alternate  lifestyle." 
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cannot  be  separated  from  attitudes;  racism  is  not  an 
abstraction  to  its  victims.  We  need  a  personal  ap¬ 
proach  to  the  study  of  racism  that  would  validate  an 
individual's  feelings  while  looking  critically  at  the 
roots  of  those  emotions.  Such  an  approach  would 
address  the  anti-Hispanic  sentiment  that  boils  in¬ 
side  me  when  I'm  hassled  by  the  teen  down  the 
street.  It  would  acknowledge  the  overlapping  op¬ 
pressions  we  all  face  as  dykes,  faggots,  people  of 
color.  It  would  examine  the  reasons  that  oppressed 
racial  groups  continue  to  support  institutions  that 
help  keep  them  powerless.  Most  importantly,  it 
would  examine  the  relations  between  individual 
people  of  different  races  who,  according  to  tradi¬ 
tion,  should  hate  each  other. 

It  is  not  appropriate  to  dismiss  racism  as  an  evil 
invented  by  Southern  whites  of  yesteryear.  Racism 
is  an  institution  that  lives  on  in  the  present  day,  and 
it  survives  at  the  hands  of  white  people  throughout 
America.  People  of  color  may  entertain  racial  preju¬ 
dices,  but  do  not  have  the  power  to  implement 
them  in  systems  of  racism.  Racism  is  prejudice  plus 
power,  and  people  of  color  in  America  do  not  pos¬ 
sess  the  latter. 

White  society  must  assume  responsibility  for  rac¬ 
ism  as  we  all  as  individuals  must  acknowledge  our 
personal  prejudices.  The  lesbian  and  gay  communi¬ 
ty  has  very  tentatively  begun  to  examine  its  own 
racism  with  the  goal  of  eliminating  it.  Judy  Grahn 
began  the  painful  process  of  examining  her  place  in 
the  crisscross  of  oppressions  when  she  wrote  her 
comprehensive  poem,  "A  Woman  is  Talking  to 
Death; "'Others  in  the  community  have  begun  to 
share  the  discovery  of  their  prejudices  in  a  growing 
consciousness-raising  effort.  Gay  people  of  color 
are  acknowledging  our  anger  toward  a  society 
which  affords  us  so  little  space  in  which  to  exist. 
These  are  all  tremendously  powerful  moves  made 
at  the  prodding  of  personal  conscience.  It  is  ap¬ 
propriate  that  a  feminist-oriented  gay  movement 
would  see  these  steps  as  politically  important. 

Lorraine  Hansberry,.  whose  always-progressive 
politics  included  the  beginnings  of  a  lesbian- 
feminist  consciousness,  was  clear  about  the  person¬ 
al  responsibility  of  whites:  "We  have  to  find  some 
way  to  encourage  the  white  liberal  to  stop  being  a 
liberal  -  and  become  an  American  radical."  An 
analysis  of  racism  would  provide  the  same  finding 
in  the  search  for  a  way  to  eliminate  racial  oppres¬ 
sion. 

We  need  a  constant  on-going  analysis  of  the  ef¬ 
fects  of  racism  on  ourselves  as  individuals,  for  as 
individuals  engaged  in  collective  action  we  possess 
the  ability  to  dismantle  systems  of  racism  in 
America.  The  work  may  not  be  recorded,  but  it 
must  certainly  be  never-ending,  for  it  is  ultimately 
the  account  of  our  personal  political  development 
which  is  tied,  inexorably,  to  the  living  of  our  lives. 


The  Right 
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women,  racial  and  ethnic  communities,  the  poor, 
disabled,  and  aged.  We  want  more  than  simply  gay 
rights,  more  than  the  passage  of  gay  legislation.  In 
the  old  days,  gay  liberation  meant  challenging  old 
notions  of  sex  roles,  challenging  what  it  meant  to  be 
a  man  or  a  woman, challenging  notions  of  family  and 
community. 

Perhaps  it  is  easier  to  simply  say  that  all  we  want 
is  our  civil  rights.  But  that  is  a  lie.  We  want  much 
more.  We  want  everyone's  sexuality/sensuality 
freed  up.  We  want  to  break  down  the  line  between 
gay  and  straight  -  the  we/them  division.  We  want 
to  re-assert  that  there  is  a  continuum  of  sexualities 
.  .  .  and  that  everyone  is  not  neatly  born  into  either 
one  category  or  the  other. 

We  need  to  once  again  explain  how  gay/lesbian 
liberation  means  liberation  for  everyone  -  how  it 
frees  everyone  from  their  pre-defined  sex  roles.  We 


need  to  make  sure  people  understand  that  gay  op¬ 
pression  serves  the  role  of  keeping  everyone  in  line 
-  not  just  gays. 

There  is  a  tendency  when  we  fight  for  civil  rights 
legislation,  or  when  we  fight  against  the  repeal  of 
such  legislation,  to  argue  in  terms  of  'human  rights.' 
We  just  want  our  human  rights.  But  this  strategy  is 
not  only  misleading,  I  don't  believe  it  works.  When 
we  just  talk  about  human  rights  we  are  not  really 
addressing  people's  real  fears  and  prejudices  of  gays 
and  lesbians.  Californians  fighting  against  the 
Briggs  Initiative  found  that  to  successfully  convince 
people  you  had  to  actually  talk  about  what  they 
really  feared  -  gay  sexuality.  Talking  merely  about 
human  rights  for  everyone  leaves  untouched  peo¬ 
ple's  deep  fears  and  misconceptions  of  lesbians  and 
gay  men. 

We  have  gotten  so  defensive  as  a  movement  that 
we  can  no  longer  argue  that  we  need  openly  gay/les¬ 
bian  teachers.  I  want  more  than  just  the  right  of  a 
closeted  teacher  to  keep  her  or  his  job.  Young 
gay/lesbian  and  straight  students  need  older  gay/les¬ 
bian  role  models.  There  needs  to  be  space  in  the 
schools  for  teachers  to  be  out.  If  we  don’t  fight  for 
this  need,  surely  no  one  will. 

Drawing  the  Battle  Lines 

The  right  has  already  won  when  they  narrow  our 
focus,  push  us  back  into  the  closets,  push  us  back 
into  quiet  lobbying.  We  really  do  want  more  than 
the  right  to  private  sex  and  the  right  to  hold  our 
jobs.  The  right  is  correct  in  assessing  that  we  are  a 
threat  to  the  way  things  are  -  we  do  challenge  the 
rigidity  of  the  present  system. 

It  is  important  to  pass  gay/lesbian  civil  rights  leg¬ 
islation,  but  not  because  having  the  laws  on  the 
books  will  help  us  that  much.  We  must  use  the 
process  of  fighting  for  that  legislation  to  educate 
people  —  to  change  people's  ideas  and  feelings 
about  us.  The  legislature  can  pass/repeal  gay  civil 
rights  laws  and  our  lives  will  not  be  much  affected 
unless  our  neighbors,  co-workers,  families,  friends, 
political  comrades  have  all  changed  their  attitudes 
about  us.  Those  are  the  people  we  must  reach,  or 
our  victory  is  shallow,  our  safety  unreal. 

Now  is  not  the  time  to  retre^f  and  search  for  indi¬ 
vidual  solutions  to  what  are  not  individual  prob¬ 
lems.  It  is  a  time  to  be  bold,  take  risks.  We  must  join 
up  with  other  gays/lesbians  and  progressives  fight¬ 
ing  the  reactionary  turn  of  our  government.  People 
need  to  get  active  -  join  organizations  or  form 
organizations  if  there  aren't  any  already. 

In  addition  to  forming  our  own  autonomous  org¬ 
anizations,  we  need  to  link  up  with  other  minorities 
and  progressives  and  work  in  organizations  or  coali¬ 
tions  together.  In  many  places  this  has  begun  to 
happen.  Coalitions  have  formed  to  fight  the  Family 
Protection  Act,  to  fight  for  abortion  rights,  to  fight 
the  budget  cutbacks  and  increased  militarization  of 
our  society.  Gay  men  and  lesbians  have  fought  to  be 
an  active  and  visible  part  of  those  movements,  and 
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to  make  the  links  between  the  various  forms  of  op¬ 
pression.  It's  time  to  take  a  hard  look  at  the  rapid 
changes  taking  place  around  us.  Closets  not¬ 
withstanding,  there  is  no  hiding. 
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women  and  of  the  ways  in  which  anti-semitism 
functions  against  them.  The  publication  of  Nice 
Jewish  Girls  by  Persephone  Press,  and  the 
accompanying  evenings  of  readings,  media  inter¬ 
views,  and  articles  in  the  gay  and  feminist  press 
have  started  to  bring  these  issues  into  a  forum  for 
discussion.  The  discussions  on  this  topic  by  gay 
men  -  raised  primarily  in  the  writings  of  Seymour 
Kleinberg  and  Gore  Vidal  -  have  not  had  similar 
results.  It  is  my  hope  that  this  article  will  be  seen  as 
the  beginning  of  a  discussion  among  gay  men  of  the 
prevalence  and  dangers  of  anti-semitism.

to  show  that  I  can  draw  has  been 
very  helpful  because  I’ve  gotten, 
for  instance,  a  book  of  fairy  tales 
to  illustrate. 

Ray:  Your  work  could  be  criticized 
for  its  stereotypical  images  of  gay 
men. 

Ron:  I  think  they  look  like  gay 
men  because  my  subject  matter 
was  gay  men.  The  work  in  the 
show  is  mostly  little  sketches  of 
erotic  vignettes,  sort  of  hard 
leather  kind  of  things,  and  some 
are  just  rather  lyrical  drawings  of 
the  male  body  which  could  be  or 
could  not  be  gay.  Of  course  all  this 
is  filtered  through  the  fact  that  I 
am  a  gay  man,  that  I  do  tend  to 
pick  up  on  those  things  that  other 
gay  men  do. 

Ray:  Would  you  say  that  you  have 
any  kind  of  responsibility  to  the 
gay  community? 

Ron:  Yes,  I  do.  I  feel  that  very 
much.  I  feel  I  want  to  not  be  a 
stereotypical  gay  artist  ...  I  want 
to  help  bring  [gay  art]  to  some¬ 
thing  more  high  quality,  I  don’t 
know  how  to  verbalize  it.  For  in- 
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Supreme  Court,”  says  Hibbard. 
‘‘The  idea  is  to  flood  the  Supreme 
Court  so  that  it  would  then  have  to 
reconsider  [its  ruling  in]  Roe  v.

•  Senator  Orrin  Hatch  of  Utah 
is  employing  a  novel  strategy 
which  has  proved  to  be  quite  con¬ 
troversial  among  anti-abortionists 
because  it  could  fall  short  of  ban¬ 
ning  abortions  in  all  states.  His 
proposed  “Human  Life  Federal¬ 
ism”  amendment  would  empower 
state  legislatures  to  pass  laws 
restricting  abortions  to  whatever 
degree  it  chose.  Because  the 
amendment  would  allow  any  state 
to  pass  its  own  abortion  laws  so 
long  as  they  are  more  restrictive 
than  the  federal  guideline,  some 
abortion  foes  have  touted  it  as  a 
“states’  rights”  measure  and 
hoped  it  would  appeal  to  poli¬ 
ticians  opposed  to  “big  govern¬ 
ment”  as  well  as  those  looking  to 
“pass  the  buck  on  the  abortion 
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issue  to  state  legislators,”  says 
Jean  Hunt  of  Philadelphia  Repro¬ 
ductive  Rights.  Six  months  ago 
abortion  rights  workers  consid¬ 
ered  Hatch’s  proposal  to  be  the 
most  passable,  therefore  the  most 
dangerous,  but  since  that  time 
Helms’  bills  have  gained  favor 
among  anti-abortionists,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Fine. 

•  Senator  Strom  Thurmond  of 
South  Carolina  may  soon  aim  a 
fifth  prong  at  abortion  rights:  a 
“states’  rights”  amendment 
without  the  congressional  guide¬ 
line.
